The big firms inv o lv ed will be 
making the red u ctio ns, he said , 
becau se their financial state­ 
ments fo r the first q u arter o f 
this y ear, no w being filed with 
the Price Co mmissio n, rev eal 
they hav e ex ceed ed the go v ern­ 
ment’s p ro fit margin ceiling. 


“ ...beginning late last week, 
the Price Co mmissio n inau gu ­ 
rated a series o f majo r actio ns 
which will resu lt in hu nd red s o f 
millio ns o f d o llars o f p rice re­ 
d u ctio ns, which will ro ll back 
cu rrent p rices o f so me o f the 
co u ntry ’s largest co mp anies to 
their base p erio d lev els,” Gray ­ 
so n said . 
“ These red u ctio ns will resu lt 
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in actu al refu nd s to kno wn cu s­ 
to m ers, o r thro u gh red u ced 
p rices in the market p lace, 
when cu sto mers aren’t id entifi­ 
able,” he ad d ed . 


“In fact, in the news p ages o f 
y o u r p ap ers this week y o u will 
begin to read so me sto ries o f 
p rice red u ctio ns by m ajo r 
American co mp anies, so me o f 
them co nsid erable. Nex t week 
y o u will see mo re, and the week 
after, mo re. The reaso n is that 
fo r the first time the Price 
Co mmissio n has begu n to re­ 
ceiv e first-q u arter and annu al 
rep o rts o f co mp anies u nd er o r­ 
d ers to u s. 


“ In su ch rep o rts, a new kind 
o f p rice v io latio n, no t hitherto 
d iscernible since we to o k o ffice, 
will beco me clear fo r the first 
time—if it ex ists—a v io latio n o f 
the p ro fit margin ceiling. We 
imp o sed su ch a ceiling o n all 
co mp anies u nd er o u r ju risd ic­ 
tio n.” 


Gray so n, in rem arks p re­ 
p ared fo r the Asso ciated Press 
annu al meeting, called the d e­ 
v elo p ment “ a m ajo r break­ 
thro u gh, a majo r land mark in 
this co u ntry 's war o n inflatio n.” 


Pro fit margin refers to the 
p ercentage o f d o llar p ro fit co m­ 
p ared to d o llar sales. When the 
Price Co mmissio n to o k o v er 
last No v ember it to ld firms 
u nd er its ju risd ictio n that p rice 
increases had to be ju stified by 
co st increases, less p ro d u ctiv ity 
gains. 


“ Bu t we also p u t in a seco nd 
line o f d efense—the o ne that is 
no w beginning to take ho ld ,” 
Gray so n said . “We said that no 
m atter what the resu lts o f the 
first co ntro ls were, we wo u ld 
p u t an u p p er co ntro l o v er the 
to tal firm p ro fit margin.” 


Of the rep o rts in to d ate, 
Gray so n said , there hav e been 
cases o f willfu l v io latio n; bu t 
abo u t half who d id no t p ass the 
p ro fit margin check had ju stifi­ 
able reaso ns while the balance 
“ hav e been asked to ju stify 
their o v erages, and tho se that 
can’t are su bject to p rice red u c­ 
tio ns, refu nd s and p enalties” .

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AEC Grants Hearing On 
Atom-Plant Construction 


B E R K E L E Y (UPI) -The 
Atomic Energy Commission to­ 
day granted a hearing to the 
Scenic Shoreline Preservation 
Conference on its request for a 
temporary halt to construction 
of a nuclear power plant now 
being built at Diablo Canyon 
near San Luis Obispo. 
The conference, an environ­ 
mental group based in Santa 
Barbara, had asked for the 
review of the A EC’s decision to 
allow construction to go on 


while the government's envi­ 
ronmental study under the Na­ 
tional Environmental Policy 
Act is completed. 
Pacific Gas & Electric Com­ 
pany is now building the plant, 
which is due for completion in 
two years. The facility was 
under construction before the 
Environmental Policy Act law 
was passed, but nevertheless a 
broadened study of the plant's 
impact is required under the 
law. 


That study will not be com­ 
pleted for another eight to 10 
months, an AEC spokesman 
said. 
Last December the AEC de­ 
cided to halt construction of 
some related facilities tempor­ 
arily, pending the environmen­ 
tal study's completion, but not 
to interrupt construction of the 
plant itself. It is this decision 
which will be reviewed at the 
hearing. 
The AEC said the hearing 


will be held and a decision 
reached by the Atomic Safety 
Licensing Board by June 4. The 
place and time of the hearing 
has not yet been set. Partici­ 
pants w ill include the AEC. the 
Scenic Shoreline Preservation 
Conference, and PG&E

Use, Don't Destroy The 
Universities — Marcuse 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
M arx ist philo so pher Herbert 
Marcuse surprised a student 
audience Sunday by declaring, 
“ I co mpletely reject the argu- 


• 
ment that univ ersities sho uld be 
destro y ed because they are pil­ 
lars o f the establishment.” 
The 7 2-y ear-o ld pro fesso r, 
mento r o f black militant Angela 


Dav is, to ld a Univ ersity o f San 
Francisco audience that “ Yo u 
can still learn what y o u need to 
learn in the univ ersities. One 
do esn’t cut o ff the branch o n 
which o ne is sitting.” 


Furtherm o re, the German- 
bo rn scho lar to ld 1,5 00 perso ns, 
“ Terro r is effectiv e o nly when 
ex ercised by the gro up in po w­ 
er. Hitler sho wed that.” 


Marcuse, who teaches philo s­ 
o phy at the Univ ersity o f Cali­ 
fo rnia at San Diego , said he 
believ ed that y o uthful respo nse 
in this co untry to the so cial, 
po litical and eco no mic “ ev ils o f 
their so ciety ” has taken nega­ 
tiv e fo rms. 


He said there was “ wide­ 
spread defeatism , escapism 
and in so me cases, a return to 


the lap o f the establishment,” 
“ a flight to perso nal, priv ate 
liberatio n” and a mo v ement 
“ to ward indiv idual o r sm all 
gro up therapy .” 


“ The radical change in public 
o pinio n abo ut the war in Viet­ 
nam is 90 per cent due to the 
student mo v ement,” Marcuse 
said. He said defeatism, “ if no t 
sto pped, wo uld be an insult to 


the students who were killed at 
Kent State Univ ersity .” 
Marcuse criticized recent cut­ 
backs in educatio nal funding. 
“ Reductio n o f educatio nal 
budgets is a highly po litical act, 
no t just the result o f financial 
necessity ,” he said. 


He said the basic ills in 
America were due to chro nic 
o v erpro ductio n, inflatio n, sup- 
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pressio n o f mino rities and a 
deep seated “ instinctual ag­ 
gressiv eness.” 


“ The co mpetitiv e eco no mic 
gro wth o f this co untry co nsists 


o f ev er greater po llutio n and 
v io latio n o f nature,” Marcuse 
said.

Who Got How Much 
From Those Taxes 


This is the season for an­ 
guished wails from tax pay ers. 
April is the Month of Terrible 
Tortures. State, federal and lo­ 
cal governments combine in an 
all-out attack on the pocket- 
book. And as the p ay m ent 
deadlines pass, leaving the 
poor tax p ay er broke, bereft 
and in debt, the cries go up: 
“ What happened?” “ Where did 
it go?” And — more to the 
point: “ What did I get for it?” 


Leaving aside for the mo­ 
ment the federal and state in­ 
come tax es, which help pay for 
such a variety of things as 
bombs dropped on North Viet­ 
nam, a deficit in the postal 
service, Medi-Cal, and high sal­ 
aries and per diems for legisla­ 
tors, let’s look at the property 
tax . This one is far smaller 
than the federal income tax for 
most of us, but it hurts worse 
because it is taken in two big 
bites — one in November and 
the other in April. 


THE TOTAL property tax 
levy in M arin County for the 
current fiscal y ear was, ac­ 
cording to the county budget 
document, $8 0,640,524. That was 
an increase of $12,017,8 69 , or 
about 17.5 per cent, over the 
previous y ear’s total take of 
$68 ,623,155. 
Who got it? 
The cities got 7.8 per cent of 
it (down from 8 .3 per cent the 
previous y ear). Special districts 
got 8 .8 per cent (up from 8 .4). 
Schools got 59 per cent (down 
from 60.7). The county itself got 
24.4 per cent (up from 22.6). 
Those percentages are a little 
deceiving, though. In dollars, 
cities, sp ecia l d istricts, sch o o ls 
and county all got more than 
the y ear before — because the 
pie they were cutting up was a 
bigger pie (they made it big­ 
ger). 
The cities got $6,29 0,642 from 
this y ear’s property tax levy ,

up 10» 6 per cent over 1970-71. 
Special districts got $7,059 ,340, 
up a whopping 20.6 per cent. 
Schools got $47,626,224, up 14.2 
per cent. And the county (hold 
y our hat!) got $19 ,664,318 , up 
26.1 per cent, or more than a 
fourth. 


WHAT DID WE get for it? 
For the most part — whether 
the city , special district, school 
district or county — we got just 
about what we did last y ear. 
But we paid a higher price — 
and a price that went up more 
than the inflation in the whole 
economy . 
The county budget shows a 
breakdown of where the county 
spends its money . This shows 
that cost of welfare, medical 
and health services went up 
about $4 million over the pre­ 
vious y ear. Public protection 
(courts, 
the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment, etc.) went up about $2 
million. Capital improvements 
increased about $600,000. Ex ­ 
penditures on roads ‘and engi­ 
neering jumped a half million. 
The 
“ all 
oth e r” 
category 
showed little change. 


S O 
THAT’S WHERE the 
money went. If y ou’re on wel­ 
fare, y ou may be got more, but 
any how more of what y ou got 
came out of the property tax . 
Combining medical, health and 
mental health into one depart­ 
ment further escalated those 
costs, though relatively few of 
us tax pay ers realized any addi­ 
tional benefit therefrom. May ­ 
be y ou got a new road some­ 
where out of that half-million 
increase in road costs — may be 
none that y ou ever use. The 
co st o f a d d ed secu rity a t th e 
Civic Center helped account for 
the big jump in the public 
protection budget. 
Were any of them worth it? 
Ask any tax pay er right now 
and the answer y ou’re likely tc 
get is “ no.” 


Sierra Club Opposes Bill 


Urged By Conservptionists

The Sierra Club is headq uartered in the 
Mills Tower in San Francisco, but we 
wonder if it isn't in an ivory tower when 
it opposes legislation urgently needed by 
the Bay Conservation and Development 
Commission. 
The legislation is designed to solve the 
problem of county supervisors on the 
commission who also serve on so many 
other bodies they often miss commission 
meetings. The m easure, pending in Sac­ 
ram ento, would allow a supervisor to 
appoint a citizen to be his alternate on 
the commission, subject to approval by 
his fellow supervisors. 
This would be the sam e sy stem the 
commission used in its first four y ears. 
The very success of this provision is what 
killed it in 1969. The supervisors’ alterna­ 
tives proved to be among the toughest 
conservationists on the com m ission, 
much to the displeasure of developers. 


IT WAS IN 1969 that form er state Sen. 
John F. McCarthy of Belvedere had the 
provision am ended out of the law. 
McCarthy hardly had a reputation as a 
conservationist, so it seems peculiar to 
find the Sierra Club siding with him now 
on this issue. 
The club’s ex pert on the commission, 
attorney Dwight Steele of Tiburon, never­ 
theless insists that the new legislation is 
‘‘a step in the wrong direction.” He

argues that all regulatory bodies should 
have more, not fewer, elected officials. 
This sounds fine in theory , but y ears of 
practice show that at least in the case of 
BCDC it worked better when it had 
alternates for supervisors. Attendance 
was better, affording applicants fairer 
hearings and distributing influence on the 
commission evenly among its public, 
federal, state and county representatives. 
In Marin’s case, the supervisors were 
represented in those y ears by Dr. Wil­ 
liam F. Upton of San Rafael, consistently 
a strong voice for conservation. One 
immediate effect of McCarthy ’s am end­ 
ment was to kick Upton off the commis­ 
sion, although Upton later returned to it 
as a representative from the Regional 
W ater Quality Control Board. 


IT WAS MCCARTHY’S successor, Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael, who this 
„ y ear introduced the legislation (SB 18 1) 
restoring the alternate sy stem at the 
req uest of the commission. The bill, 
however, is hung up in the Senate Local 
Government Committee, thanks both to 
the Sierra Club and the chairm an of the 
committee, Sen. 
Milton Mark, R-San 
Francisco. 
Marks may be play ing peevish politics 
with the bill because it was introduced by 
Behr. The two may face one another for 
re-election in 1974. 
If the Sierra Club gets out of its tower, 
joining the Save San Francisco Bay 
Association in supporting the bill, Marks 
probably will give in. He is not likely to 
carry the burden of being the only Bay 
Area senator on the committee to oppose 
the bill — once the Sierra Club deprives 
him of an ex cuse.

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capacity of 52,700 acre feet. You were 
correct in setting our current annual 
water use at 32,600 acre feet but our safe 
y ield (which again has been clearly 
stated) is 30,000 acre feet not .‘14,000 acre 
feet. A careful analy sis of these figures 
would lead to the conclusion that the 
Marin Municipal W ater District and its 
constituents must carefully determ ine 
their w ater supply needs for the fu­ 
ture. . .

The poor 
tend to view the ecology movement as a 
middle-class play thing which has little in 
it for them. 
Nix on himself is leading the slowdown. 
"We are not going to allow the environ­ 
mental issue,” he warns, "to destroy the 
industrial sy stem that made this the 
great country it is.” 
The task is to find a practical middle 
course between the doomsay ers and the 
tandem of "too little and too late.”

He talked about "im m ediate disclo­ 
sure," when in fact the only kind.^of 
im m ediate disclosure in the business 
these day s is a presidential pronounce­ 
ment made directly through the tube:-To 
dredge up one ex ample of a menace to 
national security , Maroney had to go* 30 
y ears back to the Battle of Midway , when 
three papers in the country ignorantlv 
printed something about Japanese fleet 
movements that might have given aw'dy 
the fact that we had cracked their code. 
The enemy missed the hint, we won the 
battle, and Maroney offered no other 
instance from our long history . 


The case most discussed was that, of 
the celebrated Pentagon Papers. Rather 
than “ imm ediate disclosure,” it involved 
publication after weeks of debate, analy ­ 
sis and legal advice. And now, these 
months after the fact, a show of hands in 
the hall indicated that retrospectively 
about 8 0 per cent of the editors here 
would have made that sam e decision to 
publish. 


As for “ indiscrim inate dissemination,” 
I can certify that every beat reporter in 
Washington comes into possession of 
confidential verbal or written information 
at least every week, and a vast propor­ 
tion of it is never dissem inated at all. 


STRAW’ MEN. Fortunately , in this case 
they were set up before an audience that 
knew the subject better than Maroney 
himself. Unfortunately , when he and Mr. 
Agnew and others throw around words 
like “ im m ediate” and “ indiscrim inate” 
it is m ore often to nonprofessitm ai 
groups, and they have had som e-fair 
success with lay audiences in their cam ­ 
paign to make the press out as ly ing 
villains. It is regrettable but rem edial?’ 


As a remedy , whenever the words 
censorship, secret, trust and responsibili­ 
ty are used in anger, the ordinary citizen 
should merely ask himself: Who has the 
motivation to cover up, to lie, to misjeafl 
— the press, or the politician scram bling 
to stay in office? The answer is a 
prem anent truth.

OEO Chooses San Jose 
For Voucher Experiment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO), which has rocked few 
boats lately, has decided to go 
ahead with a controversial edu­ 
cational experiment that seems 
sure to cause high winds and 
hot words. 


The OEO today chose Alum 
Rock Union Elementary School 
District in San Jose, Calif., to 
receive its first educational 
voucher grant. 


The basic purpose of the plan 
is to try to improve the educa­ 
tion of children from poor fami­ 
lies by making it possible for 
their parents to choose the 
schools their youngsters will 
attend. This would be done by 
giving the parents “ vouchers” 
backed by government funds to 
be used as tuition in public, 
private or church-related 
schools participating in the pro­ 
gram. 
By giving the poor as well as 
the affluent an educational 
choice, the experimenters hope 
to introduce an element of com­ 
petition into school systems 
that will push up the quality of 
schooling all along the line. 


Advocates of the voucher ex­ 
periment say it might be the 
solution to what many regard 
as a general downward trend in 
educational standards and the 
best way to give the childen of 
poor families an equal chance 
to improve themselves. 
Opponents take several posi­ 
tions. Those who think the 
voucher proposal might work 
as planned object that it would 
leave the already under-funded 
public schools without the sup­ 
port they must have to im­ 
prove. Those who see the 
voucher plan as a harebrained 
experiment complain that it 
would waste scarce money that 
could be used to improve public 
schools. 
And there are specialized ob­ 
jections. Some minority groups 
are concerned about the use of 
vouchers to support segregated 
schools. Persons concerned 
about church-state separation 
object to any public funds being 
used 
to support parochial 
schools. Planners of the experi­ 
ment say safeguards against 
both racism and unconstitution­ 
al aid to churches will be built 
into the program.

The two states have 239 elect­ 
ed convention delegates at 
stake, or about one-sixth of the 
1,509 delegate votes needed to 
win the nomination at Miami 
Beach in July. 


McGovern picked up 17 dele­ 
gates from his native South 
Dakota over the weekend to 
take the delegate-count lead for 
the first time, according to UPI 
calculations. McGovern had 118 
1-2 committed delegates to 107 
1-2 for Muskie. Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace had 75. Sen. 
Hubert H. 
Humphrey was 
fourth with 20. 


President Nixon got 14 dele­ 
gates from South Dakota, rais­ 
ing his total to 161 with 674 
needed for the Republican nom­ 
ination at the San Diego con­ 
vention in August. Rep. John 
M. Ashbrook, Nixon’s only de­ 
clared opponent, has no dele­ 
gates. 


Humphrey, predicting victory 
in Pennsylvania’s popularity 
vote Tuesday, is expected to 
move up and has the support of 
party leaders in many states 
without primaries. 


Humphrey Sunday discounted 
the effect of committed dele­ 
gates and said that it was 
impossible for McGovern to win 
the nomination. 
“ Coming to the convention 


Committed delegates are 
bound to a candidate for the 
first ballot only. 


McGovern drew weekend en­ 
dorsements from Americans for 
Democratic Action and Yippie 
leaders Jerry Rubin and Abbie 
Hoffman, who entered conven­ 
tional politics for the first time. 


Rubin and Hoffman led anti­ 
war demonstrations that ended 
in violence at the 1968 Demo­ 
cratic convention in Chicago. 


The Boston Globe said its 
latest poll gave McGovern 43 
per cent of the vote in Tues­ 
day’s Massachusetts primary. 
Muskie got 19 per cent and 
Humphrey 14. McGovern had 
only 11 per cent in February 
compared with 46 for Muskie 
and 15 for Humphrey. 


Noting a “ sharp erosion” of 
Muskie’s support in Pennsyl­ 
vania, the Philadelphia Bulletin 
said that only 24 Democratic 
oounty chairmen now back Mu­ 
skie compared with the 44-49 
Gov. Milton Shapp gave him in 
January. 


Muskie called off an 11th hour 
visit to Massachusetts to con­ 
centrate on Pennsylvania. A 
Muskie spokesman in Pennsyl­ 
vania said, “ We’re really on an 
upsurge and we don’t want to 
dampen the thrust.”

Snatcher's Return 
To Stinson Beach 


By MARC NURRE 


Bumping and lurching in 
their station wagons along Cali­ 
fornia backroads from Oregon 
to Death Valley, the Stinson 
Beach plant snatchers are at it 
again. 
With their side windows 
blocked by sheets of newspaper 
to keep out the drying sun, and 
flats crammed with water-filled 
bottles and cans, the raiding 
parties prowl the state in 
search of their prey. 
Formally, they're the Stinson 
Beach Wildflower Committee, 
but as their annual show nears 
they become almost full time 
specimen-grabbers and plant 
morticians — complete with 
their own techniques for mak­ 
ing drooping wildflowers look 
“just as they were in life.” 
This year’s 14th annual Stin­ 
son Beach Wildflower show, as 
have all preceding ones, will be 
the work of women who appre­ 
ciate the flowers they present, 
but certainly don't hold them in 
romantic awe. 
Anne 
Leary. 
Roberta 
Shockey and Barbara Men- 
zies have begun the task of 
amsassing the nearly 350 
plants necessary for the 
show, which will be held May 
6 and 7 from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
at the Stinson Beach Commu­ 
nity Center. They’ll have help 
this year from Marna Griffin, 
one of the early originators of 
the show who has returned 
from living in Italy for many 
years. 
Theme of this year's show is 
oddities of the California plant 
kingdom, though the women 
are quick to admit, “ when we 
say oddities, they’re our idea of 
oddities, not botanists’. ” 
The search for the plants is 
conducted like an African safa­ 
ri, usinv pruning shears instead 
of guns. Each woman averages 
more than 2,000 miles of driving 
and more than a week’s time 
during the intense preparation 
for the show. 
They 
go 
everyw here. 
“ There’s hardly a backroad in 
the state of California that we 
haven’t been on,” said Mrs. 
.Shockey. 
They collect on freeway road­ 
sides. “ We backed up for a mile 
one time on the grapevine (be­ 
tween Bakersfield and Los An­ 
geles) to get a flower,” she 
said. 
They collect near the Santa 


Rita prison farm. “Most peo­ 
ple want to get out. We’re 
trying to climb in,” she re­ 
membered. 
After years of collecting, they 
know just where to look. Down- 
ingia, for example, presents a 
problem this year. “ I don't 
know whether that will be out 
there by the motor movie or 
not,'’ said Mrs. Menzies. Her 
companions, mentally recalling 
‘he spot, weren't sure either. 
They all agree that they're 
really going to have to work 
his year. It has been so dry 
f.hat many of the areas which 
oroduce wildflowers are al­ 
ready rock-hard. It will take a 
sharper eye than usual to come 
with as many of the old famil­ 
iar plants. 
Plants featured this year in­ 
clude the coral root, a reddish 
stalk which feeds on decaying 
alant matter and which con­ 
tains no chlorophyll, broom 
rape, bastard toad flax, the 
pitcher or cobra plant which 
cats flies and other insects, 
ground cones and pine drops. 
The oddities theme was born 
cut of desperation. “ We were 
getting sort of pressed for a 
different theme this year.” said 
Mrs. Menzie. 
But next year’s show, the 
15th annual, will end it, they 
all promise. “We're tired,” 
said Mrs. Shockey, and the 
others nodded. 
When they began the project, 
‘hey did it because they were 
interested and had seen similar 
shows very poorly done. They 
knew little about botany, but 
iave now reached the point 
where they can identify most of 
‘he plants they find, although 
hey have the assistance of a 
botanist the day before their 
show' to put names to really 
difficult specimens. 
“ We’ll probably cry when it’s 
Dver,” said Mrs. Shockey. But, 
admitted Mrs. Menzies, every 
year the task begins to w'eigh 
jn their minds beginning in 
•January.

When they return to Stinson 
Beach with their prizes after a 
collecting trip, they store them 
in the community center, w'hich 
is perfect, they say, because it 
is cool and dark. 
In most cases, they pick only 
(he bloom of the plant, leaving 
the rest of it to reproduce again 


(he following year. Some of the 
blooms wilt quickly, even 
(hough they are plunged into 
water immediately, and need 
rejuvenation. 
This is accomplished in the 
“ recovery room’’ where the 
women dip the stalks into hot 
water, heat them, or do whatev­ 
er has proven effective for the 
particular plant. 


When it’s all over, the 
blooms so carefully gathered 
are up for grabs. The 
women 
get first pick themselves, 
then the public takes what is 
left for dried flower collec­ 
tions, botany exhibits and 


models for paintings. 
After they finish next year's 
show, the women plan to rest, 
then take on the state Division 
of Highways and county road 
departments who are in charge 
of planting many varieties of 
wildflowers along roadsides. 
California poppies, they cite 
as an example, are encouraged 
at the southern end of Shoreline 
Highway in Marin, but routine­ 
ly cut down by road department 
mowers along the road in North 
Marin. 


A yellow Mediterranean plant 
called genistra is taking over 
the hillsides near Stinson 


Beach, they said, and needs 
spraying for control. 
About 10 years ago, they 
said 
they 
got 
spraying 
stopped by official agencies 
in the area, but now they 
favor selective spraying with 
less dangerous chemicals to 
control specific problems. 
They’ll be sad when the an­ 
nual show is over, but on the 
other hand, “ it’s like watching 
a child grow up," they said.

KTIM Will Celebrate 
Its 25th Anniversary 


Radio Station KTIM in Marin 
will celebrate its 25th anniver­ 
sary between 9 a.m. and 11 
a.m. Friday when Hugh Turn­ 
er, station manager, brings 
back some of the voices that 
w-ere on the air a quarter- 
century ago. 
Turner himself has been with 
KTIM since 1948, when he ac­ 
quired the corporate holdings of 
Ernest L. (Lou) Smith, the first 
station manager. 
The „station, which was “ This 
Is Marin.” signed onto the air 
at 8:55 a.m. April 28, 1947, 
operating from studios in a 
remodeled house at 1117 Fifth 
Avenue. San Rafael. The first 
voice on the air was Mark 
Gerstle III. scion of a longtime 
Marin County family, who was 
chief announcer. 


Gerstle will visit KTIM’s stu­ 
dios for the anniversary. Turn­ 
er said. He now is associated 
with the San Francisco Police 
Department. Another guest will 
be Gordon B. Greb, then pro­ 
gram chief and staff announ­ 
cer, who now is a professor at 
San Francisco State College. 


Among the original corporate 
officers were the late Roy A. 
Brown, then publisher of the 
San Rafael Independent, and 
his son, Wishard, now publisher 
of the Independent-Journal. 


The station’s one-kilowatt AM 
transmitter was located at the 
College of Marin in Kentfield, 
and in 1960 moved to the shore­ 
line near the Smith Brother 
Ranch. In 1948, according to 
former I-J reporter Jack Eisen, 
now in Washington, D.C., the- 
station set up a pioneering re­ 
broadcast arrangement with 
KRCC, an East Bay FM station 
owmed by another newspaper, 
the Richmond Independent. 


By 1950, KTIM had taken 
over the station. It operated 
studios both in San Rafael and 
Richmond, until 1956 when the 
Richmond

WASHINGTON — Is the Volkswagen Beetle 
“ the safest car” or “ the most hazardous car” 
currently in use in significant numbers in the 
United States? 
The answer may not be known for a long 
time, if ever. Indeed, the truth may lie 
somewhere between these two extreme state­ 
ments, for they both cannot be right. 
On the negative side is Ralph Nader, the 
consumer advocate who has been a longtime 
critic of the Volkswagen because of its 
alleged safety defects. A 200- 
page report by his Center for 
Auto Safety last September 
found little to praise about the 
popular vehicle now owned by 
3.2 million Americans. 
It said the Beetle is “ more 
likely than most other cars to 
cause serious or fatal injury in 
an collision than virtually any 
other car in common use in this 
country.” The report urged that 
the VW Microbus or Van be 
recalled immediately by the 
manufacturer and its produc­ 
tion discontinued. 
Although some of the charges 
were not new, the detailed doc­ 
umentation and strong lan­ 
guage used by Nader caused a 
sensation among VW owners 
around the world. News stories 
may have played a major role 
in a sweeping shakeup in man­ 
agement at Volkswagen head­ 
quarters in Germany. 


NEEDLESS TO say, the com­ 
pany denied the accusations, 
and it did not initiate the mas­ 
sive recall demanded by Nader. 
Meanwhile, Road and Track 
magazine began its own investi­ 
gation of the matter, beginning 
with the Nader report. 
Its detailed answer to the 
Nader report appears in the 
current (April) issue of the 


magazine. Its findings contra­ 
dict almost every one in the 
Nader study. Its conclusion is 
that the VW Beetle is “ the 
safest car” in wide use in this 
country. 


Road and Track said it 
checked with the same sources 
used by Nader and found an 
almost completely opposite pic­ 
ture. The magazine accused the 
Nader crew of distorting 
studies done by others and 
omitting key data when it was 
favorable to Volkswagen. It 
called Nader “ wrong.” 
“ Any competent attorney 
using the same sources,” said 


the magazine, “ could make a 
powerful case to show that the 
VW Beetle is the safest car 
currently in use in significant 
numbers in the United States. It 
urged that Nader “ recall” the 
study report. 


WHEN THE Road and Track 
article was first released at a 
press conference, the Nader 
group accused the magazine of 
defending the Volkswagen for 
commercial purposes and 
strongly backed its own report. 
Since then, the group has 
obtained an agreement with the 
magazine to publish a 2,500- 
word rebuttal for the July is­ 
sue. A preliminary draft of that 
article takes up Roa<T and 
Track’s objections point by 
point without conceding any er­ 
rors or distortions. 
IIow can anyone tell which 
side is right? 
One way is to compare the 
current article with Nader’s re­ 
ply still to be published. Na­ 
der’s original report is expected 
to be published in book form in 
July.

The Marin Society of Artists 
annual art. auction is no attic 
sale. And whether the inspira­ 
tion is out of devotion to the 
organization or to a needed tax 
deduction, the auction has con­ 
sistently attracted good work 
by some of the area's better 
known artists and craftsmen. 
This year’s event, which 
takes place Sunday at the socie­ 
ty's gallery in the Ross Art and 
Garden Center, will be in two 
parts. Silent bidding on wall- 
hung work will begin at 1 p.m. 
and a verbal auction on select­ 
ed pieces, at 2 p.m. These 
selected works will be pre­ 
viewed through Friday at the 
gallery.

Rejto, Bailer Entrance 
Small Concert Audience 


Cellist Gabor Rejto and pian­ 
ist Adolph Bailer entranced a 
small but appreciative audience 
at last night’s benefit concert at 
Dominican College’s Angelico 
Hall with a program of cello- 
piano sonatas by Hindemith, 
Schubert, Martinu, and Beetho­ 
ven. 


Each work was performed 
with the utmost stylistic sensi­ 
tivity. The heavy driving, al­ 
most peasant quality of the 
opening Hindemith Op. 11, No. 3 
Sonata immediately revealed 
Rejto’s phenomenal command 
of the cello. The tremendous 
technical demands of this work 
were no obstacle to the convic­ 
tion and power of his interpre­ 
tation. 


Almost in complete contrast, 
Schubert’s A Minor “ Arpeg- 
gione" Sonata became a mira­ 
cle of ensemble playing. The

dynamic levels were always 
consistent between the instru-- 
ments. Piano and cello became 
one perfectly functioning ex­ 
pressive instrument. 


The Czechoslovakian neo-Ro- 
mantie composer Bohuslav 
Martinu has been receiving a 
considerable amount of atten­ 
tion recently by chamber musi­ 
cians. His Sonata No. 2 for cello 
and piano is a beautiful work 
with a great deal of individuali­ 
ty. The sustained Largo move­ 
ment provided Rejto with the 
opportunity to display his fluid 
tone and outstanding bow tech­ 
nic. 


They let out all the stops with 
the concluding A major Beetho­ 
ven sonata. From the compos­ 
ers middle period, this sonata 
has the same warmth and di­ 
rectness of the “ Rasoumovskv” 
string quartets. Both piano and 
cello are of equal importance — 
at times a duo and at times 
accompanying one another. 
Rejto and Bailer’s interpreta­ 
tion of this work was masterly. 


While such artists can make 
the most of any situation, it was 
unfortunate that they had to 
perform in Angelico Hall, the 
accoustics of this building are 
similar to those of a gymna­ 
sium — a large echo chamber. 


Rejto and Bailer presented 
this concert to benefit the 
Maurice Wilk Memorial Schol­ 
arship Fund for music students 
at Dominican College. The late 
Wilk was the violinist with 
them in the Alma Trio. 


has been referred to as the 
West’s Grandma Moses and 
whose work has been purchased 
for the Western W:hite House. 
Her snow covered “ Home for 
Christmas” is a delight, from 
the brilliant red apples hanging 
on a barren tree, to the last 
chicken in the barn and face at 
the house window. 
W'hile abstract work is at a 
minimum, what there is, is 
usually both competent and 
decorative, particularly the 
landscapes. In Avis De Monte’s 
“ March,” greens from emerald 
to chartreuse indicate spring 
fresh fields stretching in shad­ 
ow and occasional sun under a 
steel-toned sky.

In shortest supply is purely 
nonobj ective work. But what 
there is. is climaxed with Fred 
Herschleb’s stunning gray-blue 
ribbon-run watercolor.

Myra 
Falch’s stole is a woven rain­ 
bow of soft color mixed with 
gray. Phyllis Lynch shows a 
tall bowl in pure rich blue. And 
there is silver, pearl and tor- 
quoise jewelry by such notables 
as Lida Dear, Alice Shannon 
and Frieda Burkhart. 
In most cases, the work is 
representative of the artists 
who have donated them, even if 
sometimes, the connection is a 
little dated. It should be kept in 
mind, however, that the artists 
give these works aw’av.

Sensational brass playing and 
the revelation that the San 
Francisco 
symphony can 
achieve maximum impact with­ 
out Ozawa were the major im­ 
pressions at Saturday night’s 
third concert in the orchestra’s 
current Marin series. 
There were many empty 
seats in the Veterans Memorial 
Theater, probably due to the 
absence of Ozawa, but those 
who missed the concert for this 
reason were the losers, for 
guest conductor Dean Dixon, 
the first black and probably the 
youngest musician ever to con­ 
duct the New York Philharmon­ 
ic, made great music in his own 
style. 
Now 57, Dixon has come 
home to the United States after 
21 years in Europe, and his 
appearance in this series of San 
Francisco concerts wras his de­ 
but with the orchestra. Con­ 
trolled force in broad, dynamic 
gestures was the keynote of his 
podium manner, with none of 
Ozawa’s choreographicgrace 
and demonic fire. At times Dix­ 
on did so little that he seemed 
to be guiding the performance 
through magnetic radiation. 
The program — Brahms’s 
Tragic Overture in D Minor, 
the contemporary Czech Petr 
Eben's “ Vox Clamantis” and 
Bruckner’s Symphony No. 3 in 
I) Major — was one of great 
substance and depth and could 
have been unbearably heavy 
had it not been performed with 
such vibrant vitality. 
Not only did all three works 
offer the brasses, especially 
trumpets, their golden oppor­ 
tunity to shine, but Dixon 
seemed deliberately to magnify 
their importance as well as that 
of the low strings. I have not 
heard the latter hold their own 
better and even achieve maxi­ 
mum power as w’ell as in this 
concert, 
especially in the 
Bruckner Symphony. At times 
the sonority was like that of a 
mighty pipe organ, not surpris­ 
ing in view’ of Bruckner’s mas­ 
tery of that majestic instur- 
ment. 
I found the “ Vox Clamantis” 
(voice crying in the wilderness), 
which received its West Coast 
premiere in the first of this 
series of concerts in San Fran­ 
cisco, quite intriguing and suc­ 
cessful in its realization of its 
theme. This was the collision 
caused by the convergence of 
the two worlds when the New 
Testament burst into the old 
world, with the voice in the 
wilderness that of John the 
Baptist.

Three trumpeters, one stand­ 
ing on the right of the stage, 
one in the center and one at the 
left, represented this voice and 
contributed some of the most 
brilliant trumpet playing I have 
heard. All the more credit was 
due the trumpets, since the first 
trumpet section was aleatoric, 
or music of chance, in which 
the performers improvised 
their own music in the style of 
synagogical singing. 


The orchestration was color­ 
ful with sheets of sound remi­ 
niscent of Varese. 
While not so impressive as 
the Bruckner Symphony, the 
opening Brahms’s Overture 
was heard in a dynamic read­ 
ing conveying vividly the var­ 
ious aspects of tragedy. 
New gold outlined panels on 
the back of the stage enhanced 
its appearance considerably.

v illage that he believ es p re­ 
d ates the Christian era. 


Slay m ak er an d stu d en ts in 
his an thro p o lo gy class at the 
co llege last Sep tember began 
ex cav atio n at the site, o f the 
v illage tha t was k n o wn as 
Awan i-wi, n o w mark ed by n u ­ 
mero u s d iggin gs that ran ge u p 
to 2 0 feet in d iam eter an d two 
to sev en feet in d ep th. 


In o n e o f the d iggin gs, they 
d isco v ered arro w p o in ts, o rn a­ 
men ts, shells an d bead s. The 
bead s were mad e fro m clam 
shells cu lled fro m Bo d ega Bay 
an d were the Co ast Miwo k s’ 
“ mo st im p o rtan t fo rm o f mo n ­ 
ey ,” the archaeo lo gist said . 


He said fo o d -grin d in g imp le­ 
men ts an d an im al bo n es also 
were fo u n d . 


The d iggin g, o r “stru ctu re” 
— Slay m ak er’s term fo r the. 
hard -p ack ed earth flo o r fo u n d 
at a three-fo o t d ep th — was last 
o ccu p ied by the Co ast Miwo k s 
at abo u t 1300 A.D. 


The stru c tu re w as fo u n d , 
Slay m ak er said , by p ro bin g 
d o w n w ard u n til hard -p ack ed 
earth was to u ched , then by 
sp read in g the d ig o n a flat 
p lan e u n til they u n earthed the 
en tire flo o r o f what o n ce was a 
co mmu n al ho me fo r 11 o r 12 
p erso n s. 


The Co ast Miwo k s o ccu p ied 
all o f Marin an d So u thern So n o ­ 
m a. Co mmu n ities within the 
tribe bartered with each o ther, 
an d fo r this reaso n Slay m ak er 
believ es o liv ella an d clam 


shells fro m the o cean came to 
be fo u n d at the San Rafael site. 
The Co ast Miwo k s liv ed in 
Marin u n til abo u t 18 60 when 
they were d riv en o u t by in ­ 
creasin g n u mbers o f settlers, 
Slay m ak er said . In the early 
19 00s, 
archaeo lo gists in te r­ 
v iewed so me su rv iv o rs o f the 
tribe who id en tified the site o f 
the v illage an d called it Awan i- 
wL Slay m ak er said . 
By d iggin g d o wn ev er d eep er, 
Slay m ak er believ es he'll fin d 
an o ther “liv in g lev el” that p re­ 
d ates the o n e he’s u n earthed . 
Sev eral o f these lev els may lie 
belo w' the cu rren t stru ctu re, 
“ an d m ay go back a co u p le o f 
tho u san d y ears,” he said .

Learning To Relax Yourself 
Helps Develop Independence 


A Califo rnia ho usewife writes: “ I can’t 
unwind and do n’t think I’ll ev er be able to 
relax . But peo ple need to relax and y o u must 
help me.” 
The abo v e is an ex cerpt fro m a letter 
written by a wo man who needs psy chiatric 
care. We assume she has a sev ere anx iety 
neuro sis, o r perhaps, an unreaso nable fear 
(pho bia) is making it impo ssible fo r her to 
relax . A number o f pro cedures may help 
depending upo n the cause o f her pro blem. 
A VARIETY o f drugs such as __________ 
the muscle relax ants pro mo te 
relax atio n. Hy pno sis has also 
been used. In additio n to these 
measures, sev eral sy stems o f 
self-relax atio n are mo re prac­ 
ticable because they enco urage 
independence. One o f these uti­ 
lizes the calming effects o f 
warm baths and co ld co mpress­ 
es. The patient sits in the tub 
and repeats suggestio ns that 
different parts o f his bo dy are 
warm o r co ld. 
In ano ther metho d, the indi­ 
v idual is taught to relax by 
sitting o r ly ing in a co mfo rtable 
po sitio n, and co ntracting and 
then relax ing successiv e gro ups 
o f muscles. Bo th pro cedures 
are go o d, but take a mo nth o r 
mo re to master. 
AT THE Maudsley Ho spital 
in Lo ndo n, 9 2 psy chiatric pa­ 
tients were intro duced to a dif­ 
ferent technique; all but three ! 
achiev ed relax atio n within two 
j 
minutes. The three failures 
were wo men who dev elo ped ! 
mo re anx ieties o n clo sing their ; 
ey es when so meo ne else was in j 
the ro o m. 
In this pro cedure the indiv id-1 
ual rests co mfo rtably in a chair 
o r co uch and the phy sician 
quickly repeats a series o f 
phrases in a quiet, rhy thmical, 
and mo no to no us v o ice. He say s, 
“ Let y o ur to es,” then pauses a 
mo ment and co ntinues, “ re­ 
lax .” 
T H E PAUSE co ntinues until 
the patient begins to breathe 
o ut. This is fo llo wed by so me 24 
phrases naming different parts 
o f the bo dy . The to es are fo l­ 
lo wed by the so les, to ps o f the 
feet, ankles, calv es, shins, and 
upwards ending with the ey es. 
Ano ther gro up o f 5 8 indiv idu­ 
als were taught to relax in half 
a minute by making themselv es 
co mfo rtable and co unting do wn 
fro m 10 to 1.

Under an American Nazi par­ 
ty flag, a German nav al battle 
flag and emblems o f the Klan 
and the Renaissance party , the 
gro up chanted “ Seig Heil, Seig 
Heil, White Po wer, White Po w­ 
er,” and then, with arms o ut­ 
stretched in a Nazi salute, re­ 
cited: 
“ Our swo rd is the truth. Ouf 
shield is o ur faith and ho no r in 
age o r y o uth. Our hearts and 
minds we pledge. Tho ugh we 
may die to sav e o ur peo ple, and 
o ur land, o ur race shall stand—

The serv ice said o ne pro mo t­ 
er made $25 0,000 in illicit earn­ 
ings receiv ing as many as 1.000 
letters daily requesting $2 co p­ 
ies o f a wo rthless diet based o n 
grapefruit. 
“ Ov erweight peo ple do get 
desperate abo ut finding a quick 
and easy sho rtcut to weight 
lo ss,” Po stal Serv ice atto rney 
Tho mas Ziebarth said in dis­ 
cussing the crackdo wn in a 
weekend statement. 
Dr. Vincent F. Co rdaro , med­ 
ical rev iew o fficer fo r the Fo o d 
and Drug Administratio n, said 
grapefruit has no special pro p­ 
erties o r capabilities fo r weight 
reductio n, but co uld hav e ill 
effects o n perso ns with abno r­ 
mal heart o r kidney co nditio ns.

SOUTH RUFFED 
West opened a diamond, and 
East took the first two tricks in 
that suit. South ruffed the third 
diamond with a high trump, 
drew three rounds of trumps 
and finessed with the queen of 
hearts. 
This lost, and South eventual­ 
ly lost another heart trick. It 
was all over very quickly, and 
South felt practically no pain. 
He never saw that he had a 
much better play for his con­ 
tract. 
Declarer couldn’t tell who 
had the king of hearts. East 
would have made his overcall 
of one diamond with just the 
strong diamonds and no side 
strength. 
PLAY ON FEAR 
Since South doesn’t know who 
has the king of hearts, his best 
chance is to play on the ene­ 
m y ’s fear. Declarer draws 
three rounds of trumps, ending 
in the dummy, and then leads a 
low heart from dummy. 
If East has the singleton king 
of hearts, he must play it. If 
East has the doubleton king of 
hearts, will he have the courage 
to play low? Even if East does 
have this courage, will he do so 
without giving himself away? 
EASY TO ANSWER 
These questions are easy to 
answer. Lead the low heart 
from dummy, and all but one 
East play er in a million will 
rise to the bait by playing the 
king of hearts. Then you have 
no further problem. 
If East fails to put up the 


king of hearts, you must plan to 
finesse later on. If the finesse 
were going to succeed early in 
the play, it would still succeed 
later.

Credit Ra ting Is Key 
To Teen-Ager Account 
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' Truly it can be said of 
our retiring President . . . 
'He put us where we are 
today.' "

How does a teen-ager open a 
charge account? It is far from 
easy. 
If, like the majority of teen­ 
agers, he never has had such 
an account, he has no credit 
reference, no credit rating. 
There is no record as to wheth­ 
er he pays his bills, or how he 
pays them. 
This is essential information 
for the merchant, particularly 
in the case of a minor. He 
hesitates to extend credit to 
him because, under the law, 
any contract entered into with a 
minor is voidable. 
In most states, a minor is 
anyone under the age of 21. 
Now, with 18-year-olds eligible 
to vote, some states are moving 
to make that the legal age of 
majority. Thirteen states have 
already done this, and legisla­ 
tion is pending in several oth­ 
ers. 
One credit reporting agency, 
the Associated Credit Bureaus, 
Inc., has prepared a slide tape 
called “ The Credit Genera­ 
tion.” Edward F. Garretson, 
general manager of the Credit 
Bureau, Inc., in Washington, 
D.C., has show'n this slide pres­ 
entation to more than 30 junior 
and senior high school classes 


in the Washington area during 
the past year. 
This is the gist of his advice 
on how to open your first credit 
account: 
When you open that first ac­ 
count, apply for it when you 
don't really need it — that is, 
when you have the cash to pay 
for the item, not when you are 
hard up. 
That first purchase should not 
be a large one, nor a frivolous 
one. It should be something you 
really need, such as new' tires, 
an electric shaver, or a dress. 
Make it clear when you apply 
for credit that you have the 
cash to pay for the item, but 
that you would like to open an 
account so you can use it in the 
future, when necessary. 
Suppose the item costs $40. 
When credit is granted you pay 
$10 down and agree to pay the 
rest in monthly installments at 
the same rate. These install­ 
ments will be due on a certain 
date — say the 10th of the 
month. That does not mean the 
12th, the 20th, or the 30th. It 
means the 10th, Garretson says. 
But since you are a newcom­ 
er in the credit world, why not 
pay it even before that date? 
Remember, you are establish­ 
ing a eredit record.

Young and Duke transferred 
111 moon rocks and soil sam ­ 
ples and 1,745 fram es of film 
High Court Switch On 
Miranda Decision Hearing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -W ith ­ 
out explanation, the Supreme 
Court, changed its mind today 
and decided against reconsider­ 
ing the controversial 1966 Mi­ 
randa confession ruling. 


The action reversed a Court 
order on March 20 that it would 
hear argum ents in a Philadel­ 
phia case w'hich m ight have 
resulted in modification at least 
of the Miranda decision that 
confessions m ay not be used 
against a suspect who has not 
been advised of his right to 
rem ain silent. 
The appeal involving the Mi­ 
randa rule had been brought by 
Philadelphia authorities from a 
state suprem e court finding in 
favor of Paul D. W are who was 
accused of four robbery-mur- 
ders. 
In today's reversal, the Court 
merely denied a request for a 
hearing and said the state court 


decision in W are’s case “ rests 
upon 
an 
a d e q u a te 
s ta te 
ground.” 


It had been widely believed 
that when the Court decided 
last month to hear the Ware 
case, it m eant that four justices 
appointed by President Nixon 
could join with opponents of the 
original 5-4 Miranda ruling and 
perhaps overturn it. 
The Miranda ruling was one 
of the most controversial of the 
Court under form er Chief Ju s­ 
tice 
E a rl 
W arren. 
It w as 
blamed by “ law' and order” 
advocates for handcuffing the 
police and allowing crim inals to 
go free. 
Only two justices who voted 
for the landm ark 1966 decision, 
William J. Brennan Jr. and 
William O. Douglas, are still on 
the Court. 
Philadelphia D istrict Attor­ 
ney Arlen Specter had asked 
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the Court to review state court 
rulings that quashed W are's 
confession to four m u rd ers. 1 
Specter contended in part that 
the 1968 crime control act set­ 
ting new standards for confes-! 
sions should apply. 
The state court ruled out the 
use of W are's confessions on 
grounds he had not been ad­ 
vised of his right to a lawyer 
and to rem ain silent as re­ 
quired under M iranda. 
Ware confessed to the m ur­ 
ders in 1963 but trial was de­ 
layed until 1970 when authori­ 
tie s 
found 
h im 
m e n ta lly 
competent to stand trial. Mean­ 
while, the Supreme Court had 
made its confessions ruling ap­ 
plicable to all cases tried after 
the Miranda decision.

Specter urged the Court to 
reconsider Miranda, calling it 
an “ unjust rule that has existed 
for too long in this nation.” He 
said it was never m eant to 
apply to confessions made so 
long ago.

President Nixon's two most 
recent court appointees — Jus­ 
tices Lewis F. Powell Jr. and 
W illiam II. R ehnquist —are 
both 011 record as criticizing the 
M iranda decision. Justices Pot­ 
ter Stewart and Byron R. White 
dissented in the original find­ 
ing. Chief Justice W arren E. 
B urg er and N ixon-appointee 
H arry A. Blackmun have indi­ 
cated in other opinions that 
they would not extend Miranda. 
Ju stic e Thurgood M arshall 
was the only other considered 
likely to join B rennan and 
Douglas in favor of Miranda.

Undistributed Due 


To 'Press O f Business'

A long-awaited federal audit of the Marin 
County Economic Opportunity Council has been in 
the hands of some officials for days, unbeknownst 
to others. 
T he In d e p e n d e n t-J o u rn a l 
learned today that the poverty 
agency received eight copies of 
the document Thursday but due 
to the “ press of other business” 
neglected to inform the board 
of directors. 


Most directors reached today 
said the first they saw of the 
Confidential document was the 
article in Saturday s I-.J. 


As reported Saturday, a pre­ 
lim inary federal audit of the 
financially troubled agency dis­ 
closed that the agency and two 
fo rm er em ployees 
m isused 
more than $100,000 last year. 
Included in that figure was 
nearly $63,000 mistakenly sent 
to the agency and then used to 
cover operating deficits accu­ 
mulated somehow during the 
past two years. 
Also, the federal audit re­ 
vealed that form er executive 
director W. Robert Lomax Jr. 
and a top aide used nearly 
$12,000 of agency funds for per­ 
sonal expenses. 
Ixrmax and his aide, Alfred 
E dm onds, have re p a id the 
agency for the bulk of their 
private expenditures but more 
than $2,500 rem ains unpaid. 
Asked about the document 
today, board chairm an B arbara 
Eaton said the agency staff 


received 
eight 
copies 
la st 
Thursday but hadn't got around 
to distributing them, although 
the board of directors had pre­ 
viously been promised copies as 
soon us they became available. 


Mrs. Eaton said they hadn’t 
been sent out because not 
enough copies were received. 


She said the documents might 
have been reproduced but add­ 
ed staff m em bers had been too 
busy with other business. “ That 
irep ro d u cin g the docum ents) 
would have been fine if you 
have nothing else to do,” she 
said. 
Two other board m em bers 
gave different versions today, 
however, charging that neither 
Mrs. Eaton nor Ben Young, 
acting executive director, had 
an\ intention of distributing the 
documents Friday to the full 
board. 
(Jerald J. Hood, who repre­ 
sents the M arin County Labor 
Council, said he was asked Fri­ 
day by both Mrs. Eaton and 
Young ii he would attend a 
“ special 
meeting of selected 
directors 
to review the docu­ 
ment. 
Hood said he declined the 
invitation to attend the clandes­ 
tine m eeting since the full 


board had been promised cop­ 
ies of the document and such a 
m eeting would violate tha 
promise. 
Mrs. Eaton acknowledged to­ 
day that some thought had been 
given to a special meeting but 
said it was scrapped in favor of 
sending the document out as 
promissd. 
She said, however, that the 
document still has not been 
distributed. “ There was no de­ 
liberate attem pt to keep any­ 
thing from the board,” she add­ 
ed. 
A nother 
m em ber 
of 
the 
board, William J. Bielser of San 
Rafael, said today he also was 
informed of a “ pre-audit com­ 
m ittee” which would review 
and comment on the document 
before it was released to the 
full board. 
“ It sounded like a whitewash 
job to me, so 1 said no,” Bielser 
said. 
Bielser, like Hood and several 
others, has been an outspoken 
critic of the EOC during the 
past three months. 
“ The fed eral au d it u n d e r­ 
scores the necessity to dissolve 
this agency and s ta rt ov er 
again,” Bielser said. 
Board secretary Adelaide P.

North Vietnamese Strike 
Five Dak To Area Bases 


SAIGON (UPI)—North Viet­ 
nam ese forces led by tanks 
have knocked out five govern­ 
ment. bases in the Dak To 
region of the Central Highlands 
and sent the defenders retreat­ 
ing southward toward Kontum 
with thousands of refugees, 
front dispatches said today. 


The developing threat to Kon- 
tum Province in the Central 
Highlands 280 miles north of 
Saigon cam e as C om m unist 
forces attacking at close range 
pinned down two South Viet­ 
namese battalions only 38 miles 
north of Saigon in a new threat 
to the city. In Cambodia the 
Communists captured 10 more 
miles of Highway 1 leading to 
Saigon. 


The air w ar over North Viet­ 
nam heated up and B52s joined 
fighter-bombers in strikes to­ 
day against the port of Thanh 
Hoa, 82 m iles south of Hanoi. 
Hanoi said the B52s bombed the 
port city “ in d isc rim in a te ly ” 
and its surrounding regions. 
One B52 was hit today by 
sh rap n el from an exploding 
SAM missile but landed safely 
a t Da Nang with no injury to 
the six crew m em bers. One 
Navy F4 Phantom was lost 
Sunday but the two crew m em­ 
bers were picked from the Ton­ 
kin Gulf. Hanoi claimed one 
B52 and two fighter-bombers 
shot down today and said shore 
batteries set fire to a U.S. 
warship shelling Thanh Hoa. 
South V ietnam ese sources 
said a full North Vietnamese 
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division of 13,000 men led by 20 
tanks was involved in the Kon­ 
tum 
P rovince a tta c k s and 
called it the start of the longa- 
w aited C om m unist offensive 
there. U.S. m ilitary advisers at 
the scene said about 3,000 North 
Vietnamese were believed in­ 
volved and that nine or 11 of the 
tanks had been knocked out. 
The principal base to fall 
today was Tan Canh, forward 
headquarters of the South Viet­ 
nam ese 22nd D ivision, two 
miles northwest of Dak To. 
Front dispatches said commu­ 
nications were knocked out and 
the defenders fled. Other bases 
captured by the North Vietnam­ 
ese Sunday and today were all 
nearby—Dak To II, a regim en­ 
tal base and artillery bases 
Dien Binh, Hotel and Zulu. 
In today’s fighting the Com­ 


munists shot down a U.S. h»*Ii- 
copter, killing the four crew­ 
men, and field reports said six 
U.S. m ilita ry ad v isers w ere 
“ m issing” in ground action. 
Ground fire forced down a hel­ 
icopter flying form er Lt. Col. 
John Paul Vann, now a civilian 
adviser in the area, but he flew 
off in a Loach observation chop­ 
per. A third helicopter flipped 
over on its back when it be­ 
came overloaded with South 
Vietnamese troops fleeing fhe 
area, UPI correspondent M att 
Franjola reported. 
Some of the defenders were 
reported falling back toward 
Kontum, 55 miles to the south.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Price 
Commission Chairman C. Jack­ 
son Grayson announced today 
there will soon be millions of 
dollars in price reductions, 
some of them resulting in re­ 
funds to persons who have 
bought items during the last 
few months. 


The big firms involved will be 
making the reductions, he said, 
because their financial state­ 
ments for the first quarter of 
this year, now being filed with 
the Price Commission, reveal 
they have exceeded the govern­ 
ment’s profit margin ceiling. 


“ ...beginning late last week, 
the Price Commission inaugu­ 
rated a series of major actions 
which will result in hundreds of 
millions of dollars of price re­ 
ductions, which will roll back 
current prices of some of the 
country’s largest companies to 
their base period levels,” Gray­ 
son said. 
“ These reductions will result 
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In actual refunds to known cus­ 
tom ers, or through reduced 
prices in the market place, 
when customers aren’t identifi­ 
able,” he added. 


“In fact, in the news pages of 
your papers this week you will 
begin to read some stories of 
price reductions by m ajor 
American companies, some of 
them considerable. Next week 
you will see more, and the week 
after, more. The reason is that 
for the first time the Price 
Commission has begun to re­ 
ceive first-quarter and annual 
reports of companies under or­ 
ders to us. 


“In such reports, a new kind 
of price violation, not hitherto 
discernible since we took office, 
will become clear for the first 
time—if it exists—a violation of 
the profit margin ceiling. We 
imposed such a ceiling on all 
companies under our jurisdic­ 
tion.” 


Grayson, in rem arks pre­ 
pared for the Associated Press 
annual meeting, called the de­ 
velopment “ a m ajor break­ 
through, a major landmark in 
this country’s war on inflation.” 


Profit margin refers to the 
percentage of dollar profit com­ 
pared to dollar sales. When the 
Price Commission took over 
last November it told firms 
under its jurisdiction that price 
increases had to be justified by 
cost increases, less productivity 
gains. 


“ But we also put in a second 
line of defense—the one that is 
now beginning to take hold,” 
Grayson said. “We said that no 
m atter what the results of the 
first controls were, we would 
put an upper control over the 
total firm profit margin.” 


Of the reports in to date, 
Grayson said, there have been 
cases of willful violation; but 
about half who did not pass the 
profit margin check had justifi­ 
able reasons while the balance 
“ have been asked to justify 
their overages, and those that 
can’t are subject to price reduc­ 
tions, refunds and penalties”.

Troop-Cut Plan 


LONDON (UPI) - The War­ 
saw Pact is preparing a plan on 
East-West troop cuts in Europe, 
diplomatic sources said today. 
The move is described as an 
initiative by the Communist 
bloc on the controversial issue 
first raised by the W est’s 
suggestion that both camps re­ 
duce their forces in Europe by 
an agreed scheme of “mutual, 
balanced troop reductions.” 
On present indications the 
Warsaw pact plans to launch 
the plan on the eve of the 
ministerial council meeting in 
the North Atlantic Treaty or­ 
ganisation NATO next month in 
Bonn to forestall any possible 
new allied move, the diplomatic 
sources said. 


PARIS (U P I)-T he French 
government today announced 
what it said was nationwide 
support for admitting Britain 
and three other nations to the 
Common Market. A record 46 
per cent of the electorate ab­ 
stained or iast blank ballots. 
Interior M inister Raymond 
Marcellin in the announcement 
after midnight, said that with 
67.86 per cent of the valid votes 
in favor of entry of Britain, 
Ireland, Norway and Denmark 
and 32.14 per cent against, it 
was a clear majority for the 
government in Sunday’s ballot­ 
ing. 
The six original Common 
Market nations—France, Hol­ 
land, Belgium, Italy, West Ger­ 
many and Luxembourg— had 
already approved the entry of 
Britain, Norway, Denmark and 
Ireland. 
C om m unist p a rty le a d e r 
Georges Marchais interpreted 
Sunday’s vote differently. He 
said that less than 40 per cent 
of the voters were in favor. 


The large no vote was “a 
great success” for the Commu­ 
nists who had campaigned vig­ 
orously against the Gaullist 
go v ern m en t of 
P re sid e n t 
Georges Pompidou, Marchais 
said. 


M arcellin said that under 
French law, the votes cast were 
the deciding factor. 


“ The enlargem ent of the 
Common Market is thus adopt­ 
ed by a wide majority of the 
ballots cast,” Marcellin said. 


The final tally showed 15,247,- 
649 ballots were cast. 
The referendum was called 
by Pompidou to seek sweeping 
national support for his Europe­ 
an policies and to enhance his 
bid to lead the enlarged 10- 
nation Common Market. 
It was the first time since 
Pompidou was elected in June, 
1969 that he had submitted an 
issue to the voters and the first 
national referendum since the 
voters overthrew the late Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle in April, 
1969. De Gaulle had said he 
would resign if the referendum 
went against him. 
Both the Communists and the 
Socialists led by former presi­ 
dential candidate Francois Mit- 
errand claimed credit for the 
blow to Pompidou’s prestige. 
The Communists campaigned 
for a no vote in line with 
Moscow opposition to the Com­ 
mon Market as a threat to the 
Eastern European Bloc. 


The Socialists support a wid­ 
ened European market but they 
called for voters to abstain 
from Sunday’s referendum on 
the grounds it was an attempt 
by Pompidou to rally his Gaull­ 
ist supporters as a dry-run for 
parliamentary elections.

The conference, an environ­ 
mental group based in Santa 
Barbara, 
had asked for the 
review of the AEC’s decision to 
allow 
construction 
to go on 


while the government's envi­ 
ronmental study under the Na­ 
tional Environm ental Policy 
Act is completed. 
Pacific Gas & Electric Com­ 
pany is now building the plant, 
which is due for completion in 
two 
years. 
The facility was 
under construction before the 
Environmental Policy Act law 
was passed, but nevertheless a 
broadened study of the plant’s 
impact is required under the 
law. 


That study will not be com ­ 
pleted for another eight to 10 
months, 
an 
AEC 
spokesman 
said. 
Last December the AEC de­ 
cided to halt construction of 
some related facilities tempor­ 
arily, pending the environmen­ 
tal study’s completion, but not 
to interrupt construction of the 
plant itself 
It is this decision 
which will be reviewed at the 
hearing. 
The AEC said the hearing 


will 
be held and a decision 
reached by the Atomic Safety 
Licensing Board by June 4. The 
place and time of the hearing 
has not yet been set.

Use, Don't Destroy The 
Universities — Marcuse 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Marxist philosopher Herbert 
Marcuse surprised a student 
audience Sunday by declaring, 
“ I completely reject the argu- 


ment that universities should be 
destroyed because they are pil­ 
lars of the establishment.” 
The 72-year-old professor, 
mentor of black militant Angela 


Davis, told a University of San 
Francisco audience that ‘‘You 
can still learn what you need to 
learn in the universities. One 
doesn’t cut off the branch on 
which one is sitting.” 


Furthermore, the German- 
born scholar told 1,500 persons, 
“ Terror is effective only when 
exercised by the group in pow­ 
er. Hitler showed that.” 


Marcuse, who teaches philos­ 
ophy at the University of Cali­ 
fornia at San Diego, said he 
believed that youthful response 
in this country to the social, 
political and economic “ evils of 
their society” has taken nega­ 
tive forms. 


He said there was “ wide­ 
spread defeatism, escapism 
and in some cases, a return to 


the lap of the establishment,” 
“ a flight to personal, private 
liberation” and a movement 
“ toward individual or small 
group therapy.” 


“ The radical change in public 
opinion about the war in Viet­ 
nam is 90 per cent due to the 
student movement,” Marcuse 
said. He said defeatism, “ if not 
stopped, would be an insult to 


the students who were killed at 
Kent State University.” 
Marcuse criticized recent cut­ 
backs in educational funding. 
“ Reduction of educational 
budgets is a highly political act, 
not just the result of financial 
necessity,” he said. 


He said the basic ills in 
America were due to chronic 
overproduction, inflation, sup- 
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pression of minorities and a 
deep seated “ instinctual ag­ 
gressiveness.” 


“ The competitive economic 
growth of this country' consists 


of ever greater pollution and 
violation of nature,” Marcuse 
said.

This is the season for an­ 
guished wails from taxpayers. 
April is the Month of Terrible 
Tortures. State, federal and lo­ 
cal governments combine in an 
all-out attack on the pocket- 
book. And as the paym ent 
deadlines pass, leaving the 
poor tax p ay er broke, bereft 
and in debt, the cries go up: 
“ What happened?” “ Where did 
it go?” And — more to the 
point: “ What did I get for it?” 


Leaving aside for the mo­ 
ment the federal and state in­ 
come taxes, which help pay for 
such a variety of things as 
bombs dropped on North Viet­ 
nam, a deficit in the postal 
service, Medi-Cal, and high sal­ 
aries and per diems for legisla­ 
tors, let’s look at the property 
tax. This one is far smaller 
than the federal income tax for 
most of us, but it hurts worse 
because it is taken in two big 
bites — one in November and 
the other in April. 


THE TOTAL property tax 
levy in Marin County for the 
current fiscal year was, ac­ 
cording to the county budget 
document, $80,640,524. That was 
an increase of $12,017,369, or 
about 17.5 per cent, over the 
previous y ear’s total take of 
$68,623,155. 
Who got it? 
The cities got 7.8 per cent of 
it (down from 8.3 per cent the 
previous year). Special districts 
got 8.8 per cent (up from 8.4). 
Schools got 59 per cent (down 
from 60.7). The county itself got 
24.4 per cent (up from 22.6). 
Those percentages are a little 
deceiving, though. In dollars, 
cities, special districts, schools 
and county all got more than 
the year before — because the 
pie they were cutting up was a 
bigger pie (they made it big­ 
ger). 
The cities got $6,290,642 from 
this y ear’s property tax levy, 


SWITCH IN POSITIONS

The Sierra Club is headquartered in the 
Mills Tower in San Francisco, but we 
wonder if it isn't in an ivory tower when 
it opposes legislation urgently needed by 
the Bay Conservation and Development 
Commission. 
The legislation is designed to solve the 
problem of county supervisors on the 
commission who also serve on so many 
other bodies they often miss commission 
meetings. The measure, pending in Sac­ 
ramento, would allow a supervisor to 
appoint a citizen to be his alternate on 
the commission, subject to approval by 
his fellow supervisors. 
This would be the same system the 
commission used in its first four years. 
The very success of this provision is what 
killed it in 1969. The supervisors’ alterna­ 
tives proved to be among the toughest 
conservationists on the commission, 
much to the displeasure of developers. 


IT WAS IN 1969 that former state Sen. 
John F. McCarthy of Belvedere had the 
provision amended out of the law. 
McCarthy hardly had a reputation as a 
conservationist, so it seems peculiar to 
find the Sierra Club siding with him now 
on this issue. 
The club’s expert on the commission,' 
attorney Dwight Steele of Tiburon, never­ 
theless insists that the new legislation is 
“ a step in the wrong direction.” He 
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up 10*6 per cent over 1970-71. 
Special districts got $7,059,340, 
up a whopping 20.6 per cent. 
Schools got $47,626,224, up 14.2 
per cent. And the county (hold 
your hat!) got $19,664,318, up 
26.1 per cent, or more than a 
fourth. 


WHAT DID WE get for it? 
For the most part — whether 
the city, special district, school 
district or county — we got just 
about what we did last year. 
But we paid a higher price — 
and a price that went up more 
than the inflation in the whole 
economy. 
The county budget shows a 
breakdown of where the county 
spends its money. This shows 
that cost of welfare, medical 
and health services went up 
about $4 million over the pre­ 
vious year. Public protection 
(courts, 
the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment, etc.) went up about $2 
million. Capital improvements 
increased about $600,000. E x­ 
penditures on roads ‘and engi­ 
neering jumped a half million. 
The 
“ all 
o th e r” 
categ o ry 
showed little change. 


SO THAT’S WHERE 
the 
money went. If you’re on wel­ 
fare, you maybe got more, but 
anyhow more of what you got 
came out of the property tax. 
Combining medical, health and 
mental health into one depart­ 
ment further escalated those 
costs, though relatively few of 
us taxpayers realized any addi­ 
tional benefit therefrom. May­ 
be you got a new road some­ 
where out of that half-million 
increase in road costs — maybe 
none that you ever use. The 
cost of added security at the 
Civic Center helped account for 
the big jump in the public 
protection budget. 
Were any of them worth it? 
Ask any taxpayer right now 
and the answer you’re likely tc 
get. is “ no.” 


argues that all regulatory bodies should 
have more, not fewer, elected officials. 
This sounds fine in theory, but years of 
practice show that at least in the case of 
BCDC it worked better when it had 
alternates for supervisors. Attendance 
was better, affording applicants fairer 
hearings and distributing influence on the 
commission evenly among its public, 
federal, state and county representatives. 
In Marin’s case, the supervisors were 
represented in those years by Dr. Wil­ 
liam F. Upton of San Rafael, consistently 
a strong voice for conservation. One 
immediate effect of McCarthy’s amend­ 
ment was to kick Upton off the commis­ 
sion, although Upton later returned to it 
as a representative from the Regional 
Water Quality Control Board. 


IT WAS MCCARTHY’S successor, Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael, who this 
% year introduced the legislation (SB 181) 
restoring the alternate system at the 
request of the commission. The bill, 
however, is hung up in the Senate Local 
Government Committee, thanks both to 
the Sierra Club and the chairman of the 
committee, Sen. Milton Mark, R-San 
Francisco. 
Marks may be playing peevish politics 
with the bill because it was introduced by 
Behr. The two may face one another for 
re-election in 1974. 
If the Sierra Club gets out of its tower, 
joining the Save San Francisco Bay 
Association in supporting the bill, Marks 
probably will give in. He is not likely to 
carry the burden of being the only Bay 
Area senator on the committee to oppose 
the bill — once the Sierra Club deprives 
him of an excuse.

"When I use a word.” Hump- 
ty Oumpty said, in rather a 
scornful tone, "it meansQjust 
What I choose it to mean --. 
neither more nor less.” 
— “Through the Looking- 
Glass” 
They don’t make lexicogra­ 
phers like Humpty Dumpty any 
rnofe. 
Once upon a time your dic­ 
tionary editor was a tyrant who 
had his public crying uncle 
(“ slang to concede defeat” ). 
A lexicographer ~ and thun­ 
dering bully — like Samuel 
Johnson would discharge a man 
from his drawing room, if not 
the human race, for mispron­ 
ouncing Hottentot (Hot/n/tot). 
Noah Webster, who combined 
the less gentle qualities of Jona­ 
than Edwards and the Marine 
sergeant of the year (any year), 
used word definitions as blun- 
tweapons to enforce his person­ 
al concepts of morality. 
These were the ramrods of 
the English language. Laymen 
consulting their dictionaries felt 
as if a tentative — instantly 
retractable — license were 
being issued to them to speak 
the English language. 


DICTIONARY EDITORS like 
everybody else, — have fallen 
upon permissive times. The 
theory now is “ usage” — or 
even misusage. Language has 
become a matter of popular 
majority. If a lot of people say 
“ disinterested” when they 
mean “ uninterested,” your 
obliging lexicographer will pro­ 
nounce them synonyms. And 
there just ain’t no way to keep 
“ ain't” out of the dictionary. If 
a grammatical mistake is ha­ 
bitually repeated, so goes the 
code' it’s really no mistake. 
Old dictionary editors were 
verbocrats — men who laid 
down the absolute law and en­ 
forced it. Today’s editors mere­ 
ly monitor the traffic. But even 
these meek usage-chasers have 
their brief moments of power. 
AH year long the word watchers 
keep track of new terms enter­ 
ing the language. At year’s end 
— heady moment! — they 
judge at least which words are 
used often enough to earn them 
a place in the dictionary. 


G. AND C. MERRIAM Co. — 
the Webster people — have just 
announced their annual list of 
dictionary debutantes, begin­ 
ning with “ Afro-Saxon, n.: a 


Negro who accepts the values 
of a white society,” and ending 
with “ workfare, n, : a welfare 
program designed to encourage 
people to work.” 


Since usage is all, obviously 
the thing to do is to take as 
many of these new words as 
one can and use them in an 
illustrative story, “ The Diction­ 
ary Editor Who Dropped Out” : 


WHEN FERDIE was a boy, 
he was a good-for-nothing 
creepy-bopper whose only inter­ 
est was monster movies. He 
watched TV until he got clutter- 
vision just from staring at all 
those commercials. 
Ferdie’s father said: “ Mark 
my words, son. You’ll grow up 
to be part of the brawn drain — 
or worse.” 
But his father's attitude 
proved to be just a bad case of 
kiddielash. When he was old 
enough to work, Ferdie went to 
the job bank. All that media- 
watching, it seems, had been 
ideal training for a dictionary 
editor, new-usages division. 
Never had Logomania Dic­ 
tionary, Inc., found a beginner 
with Ferdie’s gift for transa- 
tlantese. After all, he had 
watched British as well as 
American horror movies. 
Ferdie was fragging his way 
to the top, new verb by new 
verb, when a strange thing 
happened. He became an anti- 
natialist — an advocate of pop­ 
ulation control at least as far as 
new words were concerned. 
About this time Ferdie began 
going with an outdoor girl — a 
real ecofreak — named Adele 
who told him it was as w'rong to 
trash the language as the envi­ 
ronment. After one ride in her 
snowmobile, Ferdie turned into 
a cold rodder himself. 
As they sat by the campfire, 
lunching on a vegeburger — 
Adele was also a vegetarian — 
Ferdie suddenly saw his life in 
perspective: “I’m turning into 
a workaholic, Adele,” he eried. 
“ A few more years of gasbag- 
gery — words, words, words — 
and I ’ll be grossed out. 
“ Let’s split from this whole 
urbicidal rat-race. We can join 
the Sierra Club and imploit 
natural resources instead of ex­ 
ploit them. And in the summer 
we can trade in your snowmo­ 
bile for a boat and live in a 
condomarinium. Marry me, 
Adele.” 
“ Right on,” said Adele. 
And they lived happily ever 
after. Honest, no shucking.

OEO Chooses San Jose 
For Voucher Experiment 


WASHINGTON OJPI) -T h e 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
(OEO), which has rocked few 
boats lately, has decided to go 
ahead with a controversial edu­ 
cational experiment that seems 
sure to cause high winds and 
hot words. 


The OEO today chose Alum 
Rock Union Elementary School 
District in San Jose, Calif., to 
receive its first educational 
voucher grant. 


The basic purpose of the plan 
is to try to improve the educa­ 
tion of children from poor fami­ 
lies by making it possible for 
their parents to choose the 
schools their youngsters will 
attend. This would be done by 
giving the parents “vouchers” 
backed by government funds to 
be used as tuition in public, 
p riv ate or c h u rc h -re la te d 
schools participating in the pro­ 
gram. 
By giving the poor as well as 
the affluent an educational 
choice, the experimenters hope 
to introduce an element of com­ 
petition into school system s 
that will push up the quality of 
schooling all along the line. 


Advocates of the voucher ex­ 
periment say it might be the 
solution to what many regard 
as a general downward trend in 
educational standards and the 
best way to give the childen of 
poor families an equal chance 
to improve themselves. 
Opponents take several posi­ 
tions. Those who think the 
voucher proposal might work 
as planned object that it would 
leave the already under-funded 
public schools without the sup­ 
port they must have to im­ 
prove. Those who see the 
voucher plan as a harebrained 
experim ent complain that it 
would waste scarce money that 
could be used to improve public 
schools. 
And there are specialized ob­ 
jections. Some minority groups 
are concerned about the use of 
vouchers to support segregated 
schools. Persons concerned 
about church-state separation 
object to any public funds being 
used 
to support parochial 
schools. Planners of the experi­ 
ment say safeguards against 
both racism and unconstitution­ 
al aid to churches will be built 
into the program.

Sen. George S. McGovern 
was reported gaining strength 
in public opinion polls on the 
eve of key primaries in Penn­ 
sylvania and M assachusetts 
that could finish off Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie’s bid for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 


The two states have 239 elect­ 
ed convention delegates at 
stake, or about one-sixth of the 
1,509 delegate votes needed to 
win the nomination at Miami 
Beach in July. 


McGovern picked up 17 dele­ 
gates from his native South 
Dakota over the weekend to 
take the delegate-count lead for 
the first time, according to UPI 
calculations. McGovern had 118 
1-2 committed delegates to 107 
1-2 for Muskie. Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace had 75. Sen. 
Hubert 
H. 
Hum phrey was 
fourth with 20.

with delegates doesn’t mean 
you get the nomination,” he 
said in a television interview 
(CBS’ Face the Nation). “ I’ve 
said time and time again that I 
doubt that anyone will come to 
this convention with sufficient 
votes to get the nomination on 
the first ballot.” 


Com mitted delegates are 
bound to a candidate for the 
first ballot only. 


McGovern drew weekend en­ 
dorsements from Americans for 
Democratic Action and Yippie 
leaders Jerry Rubin and Abbie 
Hoffman, who entered conven­ 
tional politics for the first time. 


President Nixon got 14 dele­ 
gates from South Dakota, rais­ 
ing his total to 161 with 674 
needed for the Republican nom­ 
ination at the San Diego con­ 
vention in August. Rep. John 
M. Ashbrook, Nixon’s only de­ 
clared opponent, has no dele­ 
gates. 


Humphrey, predicting victory 
in Pennsylvania’s popularity 
vote Tuesday, is expected to 
move up and has the support of 
party leaders in many states 
without primaries. 


Humphrey Sunday discounted 
the effect of committed dele­ 
gates and said that it was 
impossible for McGovern to win 
the nomination. 
“Coming to the convention 


Rubin and Hoffman led anti­ 
war demonstrations that ended 
in violence at the 1968 Demo­ 
cratic convention in Chicago. 


The Boston Globe said its 
latest poll gave McGovern 43 
per cent of the vote in Tues­ 
day’s Massachusetts primary. 
Muskie got 19 per cent and 
Humphrey 14. McGovern had 
only 11 per cent in February 
compared with 46 for Muskie 
and 15 for Humphrey. 


Noting a “sharp erosion” of 
Muskie’s support in Pennsyl­ 
vania, the Philadelphia Bulletin 
said that only 24 Democratic 
oounty chairmen now back Mu­ 
skie compared with the 44-49 
Gov. Milton Shapp gave him in 
January. 


Muskie called off an 11th hour 
visit to Massachusetts to con­ 
centrate on Pennsylvania. A 
Muskie spokesman in Pennsyl­ 
vania said, “We’re really on an 
upsurge and we don’t want to 
dampen the thrust.”

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Snatcher's Return 
To Stinson Beach 


By MARC XURRE 


Bumping and lurching in 
their station wagons along Cali­ 
fornia backroads from Oregon 
to Death Valley, the Stinson 
Beach plant snatchers are at it 
again. 
With their side windows 
blocked by sheets of newspaper 
to keep out the drying sun, and 
flats crammed with water-filled 
bottles and cans, the raiding 
parties prowl the state in 
search of their prey. 
Formally, they're the Stinson 
Beach Wildflower Committee, 
but as their annual show nears 
they become almost full time 
specimen-grabbers and plant 
morticians — complete with 
their own techniques for mak­ 
ing drooping wildflowers look 
“just as they were in life.” 
This year’s 14th annual Stin­ 
son Beach Wildflower show, as 
have all preceding ones, will be 
the work of women who appre­ 
ciate the flowers they present, 
but certainly don’t hoid them in 
romantic awe.

Shockey and Barbara Men- 
zies have begun the task of 
amsassing the nearly 350 
plants necessary for the 
show, which will be held May 
6 and 7 from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
at the Stinson Beach Commu­ 
nity Center. They’ll have help 
this year from Marna Griffin, 
one of the early originators of 
the show who has returned 
from living in Italy for many 
years. 
Theme of this year’s show is 
oddities of the California plant 
kingdom, though the women 
are quick to admit, “ when we 
say oddities, they're our idea of 
oddities, not botanists’. ” 
The search for the plants is 
conducted like an African safa­ 
ri. usinv pruning shears instead 
of guns. Each woman averages 
more than 2,000 miles of driving 
and more than a week’s time 
during the intense preparation 
for the show. 
They 
go 
everyw here. 
“ There’s hardly a backroad in 
the state of California that we 
haven’t been on,” said Mrs. 
Shockey. 
They collect on freeway road­ 
sides. “ We backed up for a mile 
one time on the grapevine (be­ 
tween Bakersfield and Los An­ 
geles) to get a flower,” she 
said. 


They collect near the Santa 


Rita prison farm. “Most peo­ 
ple want to get out. We’re 
trying to climb in," she re­ 
membered. 
After years of collecting, they 
know just where to look. Down- 
ingia, for example, presents a 
problem this year. “ I don’t 
know whether that wili be out 
there by the motor movie or 
not,’’ said Mrs. Menzies. Her 
companions, mentally recalling 
:he spot, weren’t sure either. 
They all agree that they're 
really going to have to work 
his year. It has been so dry 
that many of the areas which 
aroduce wildflowers are al­ 
ready rock-hard. It will take a 
sharper eye than usual to come 
with as many of the old famil­ 
iar plants. 
Plants featured this year in­ 
clude the coral root, a reddish 
stalk which feeds on decaying 
alant matter and which con­ 
tains no chlorophyll, broom 
rape, bastard toad flax, the 
aitcher or cobra plant which 
cats flies and other insects, 
ground cones and pine drops. 
The oddities theme was born 
.aut of desperation. “ We were 
getting sort of pressed for a 
different theme this year,” said 
Mrs. Menzie. 
But next year's show, the 
15th annual, will end it, they 
all promise. “We’re tired,” 
said Mrs. Shockey, and the 
others nodded. 
When they began the project, 
they did it because they were 
interested and had seen similar 
shows very poorly done. They 
knew little about botany, but 
aave now reached the point 
where they can identify most of 
the plants they find, although 
:hey have the assistance of a 
botanist the day before their 
show to put names to really 
difficult specimens. 
“ We’ll probably cry when it’s 
over,” said Mrs. Shockey. But, 
admitted Mrs. Menzies, every 
year the task begins to weigh 
on their minds beginning in 
January.

When they return to Stinson 
Beach with their prizes after a 
collecting trip, they store them 
in the community center, which 
is perfect, they say, because it 
is cool and dark. 
In most cases, they pick only 
the bloom of the plant, leaving 
the rest of it to reproduce again 


the following year. Some of the 
blooms wilt quickly, even 
though they are plunged into 
water immediately, and need 
rejuvenation. 
This is accomplished in the 
“ recovery room” where the 
women dip the stalks into hot 
water, heat them, or do whatev­ 
er has proven effective for the 
particular plant. 


When it’s all over, the 
blooms so carefully gathered 
are up for grabs. The women 
get first pick themselves, 
then the public takes what is 
left for dried flower collec­ 
tions, botany exhibits and 


models for paintings. 
After they finish next year's 
show, the women plan to rest, 
then take on the state Division 
of Highways and county road 
departments who are in charge 
of planting many varieties of 
wildflowers along roadsides. 
California poppies, they cite 
as an example, are encouraged 
at the southern end of Shoreline 
Highway in Marin, but routine­ 
ly cut down by road department 
mowers along the road in North 
Marin. 


A yellow' Mediterranean plant 
called genistra is taking over 
the hillsides near Stinson 


Beach, they said, and needs 
spraying for control. 
About 10 years ago, they 
said 
they 
got 
spraying 
stopped by official agencies 
in the area, but now they 
favor selective spraying with 
less dangerous chemicals to 
control specific problems. 
They'll be sad when the an­ 
nual show is over, but on the 
other hand, “ it’s like watching 
a child grow up," they said.

Friday when Hugh Turn­ 
er, station manager, brings 
back some of the voices that 
were on the air a quarter- 
century ago. 
Turner himself has been with 
KTIM since 1948, when he ac­ 
quired the corporate holdings of 
Ernest L. (Lou) Smith, the first 
station manager. 
The «station, which was “ This 
Is Marin,” signed onto the air 
at 8:55 a.m. April 28, 1947, 
operating from studios in a 
remodeled house at 1117 Fifth 
Avenue, San Rafael. The first 
voice on the air was Mark 
Gerstle III, scion of a longtime 
Marin County family, who was 
chief announcer. 


Gerstle will visit KTIM’s stu­ 
dios for the anniversary, Turn­ 
er said. He now is associated 
with the San Francisco Police 
Department. Another guest will 
be Gordon B. Greb, then pro­ 
gram chief and staff announ­ 
cer, who now is a professor at 
San Francisco State College. 


Among the original corporate 
officers were the late Roy A. 
Brown, then publisher of the 
San Rafael Independent, and 
his son, Wishard, now publisher 
of the Independent-Joumal. 


The station’s one-kilowatt AM 
transmitter was located at the 
College of Marin in Kentfield, 
and in 1960 moved to the shore­ 
line near the Smith Brother 
Ranch. In 1948, according to 
former I-J reporter Jack Eisen, 
now in Washington, D.C., the- 
station set up a pioneering re­ 
broadcast arrangement with 
KRCC, an East Bay FM station 
owned by another newspaper, 
the Richmond Independent. 


By 1950, KTIM had taken 
over the station. It operated 
studios both in San Rafael and 
Richmond, until 1956 when the 
Richmond 
operation was 
closed. 


KTIM ’s daytime-only AM 
transmitter was joined in 196C 
by its FM station, operating 
day and night from a transmit­ 
ter atop San Rafael H ill.

Kitchen garden and pantry 
shelves are beginning to re­ 
place the chemist’s laboratory 
as a source of beauty aids as 
the organic cosm etics craze 
turns the clock back to the past 
century when Grandma cher­ 
ished her secret recipes for 
beautiful skin and shining hair. 
Two Mill Valley women, Mrs. 
Gerald Frank and Mrs. William 
Smith, have been delving into 
old books of “household reci­ 
pes” and “toilet suggestions” 
for some of these secrets to be 
bottled and sold at Grandmoth­ 
e r’s Cupboard of the Marin 
County Antiques Show, which 
opens Thursday at the IDESST 
Hall in Sausalito. 
The women, members of the 
Episcopal Church Women of the 
Church of Our Saviour, Mill 
Valley, which will sponsor the 
three-day event for the 20th 
year, combined their respective 
interests in devising a line of 
old fashioned cosmetics. 
Joan Smith is a history buff 
with a house full of 19th Centu­ 
ry treasures brought from her 
native Helena, Mont., and Ar­ 
lene Frank was a professional 
cosmetologist who still likes to 
experiment with skin-softeners 
and face creams along wi*h her 
gourmet recipes. 
GRANDMAS GLAMOUR 
Goo, a facial for oily skin; 
Sissy’s Golden Bath Emollient; 
Grandma’s Hand Softener; and 
Auntie’s Ting, an astringent, 
are the results of their collabo­ 
ration. 
Although many of the ingredi­ 
ents for organic cosmetics are 
as accessible as the garden or 
neighborhood grocery store — 
among them avacados, lemons, 
roses, cucumbers, herbs, eggs, 
milk, oatmeal and cornmeal — 
the pharmacist is not suffering, 
for he still supplies the glycer­ 
ine, witch hazel, coconut oil, 
cocoa butter, almond and other 
essential oils. 
Also the large cosm etics 
manufacturers are getting into 
the organic act with their own 
exclusive lines of organic cos­ 
metics. Most featured among 
these are products which in­ 
clude avocado, lemon or milk 
protein. 
One of the books used by the 
G randm other’s Cupboard re­ 
searchers was “the 1902 Blue 
Ribbon Cookbook” owned by 
M rs. Charles McCormick of 
Mill Valley. .Along with specific 
recipes for a “lady’s toilet” are 
bits of advice which grandma 
considered more important to 
beauty, such as these:

WASHINGTON — Is the Volkswagen Beetle 
“ the safest car” or “ the most hazardous car” 
currently in use in significant numbers in the 
United States? 
The answer may not be known for a long 
time, if ever. Indeed, the truth may lie 
somewhere between these two extreme state­ 
ments, for they both cannot be right. 
On the negative side is Ralph Nader, the 
consumer advocate who has been a longtime 
critic of the Volkswagen because of its 
alleged safety defects. A 200- 
page report by his Center for 
Auto Safety last September 
found little to praise about the 
popular vehicle now owned by 
3.2 million Americans. 
It said the Beetle is “ more 
likely than most other cars to 
cause serious or fatal injury in 
an collision than virtuaUy any 
other car in common use in this 
country.” The report urged that 
the VW Microbus or Van be 
recalled immediately by the 
manufacturer and its produc­ 
tion discontinued. 
Although some of the charges 
were not new, the detailed doc­ 
umentation and strong lan­ 
guage used by Nader caused a 
sensation among VW owners 
around the world. News stories 
may have played a major role 
in a sweeping shakeup in man­ 
agement at Volkswagen head­ 
quarters in Germany. 


NEEDLESS TO say, the com­ 
pany denied the accusations, 
and it did not initiate the mas­ 
sive recall demanded by Nader. 
Meanwhile, Road and Track 
magazine began its owm investi­ 
gation of the matter, beginning 
with the Nader report. 
Its detailed answer to the 
Nader report appears in the 
current (April) issue of the 


magazine. Its findings contra­ 
dict almost every one in the 
Nader study. Its conclusion is 
that the VW Beetle is “ the 
safest car” in wide use in this 
country. 


Road and Track said it 
checked with the same sources 
used by Nader and found an 
almost completely opposite pic­ 
ture. The magazine accused the 
Nader crew of distorting 
studies done by others and 
omitting key data when it was 
favorable to Volkswagen. It 
called Nader “ wrong.” 
“ Any competent attorney 
using the same sources,” said 


the magazine, “ could make a 
powerful case to show that the 
VW Beetle is the safest car 
currently in use in significant 
numbers in the United States. It 
urged that Nader “ recall” the 
study report. 


WHEN THE Road and Track 
article was first released at a 
press conference, the Nader 
group accused the magazine of 
defending the Volkswagen for 
commercial purposes and 
strongly backed its own report. 
Since then, the group has 
obtained an agreement with the 
magazine to publish a 2,500- 
word rebuttal for the July is­ 
sue. A preliminary draft of that 
article takes up Road’ and 
Track’s objections point by 
point without conceding any er­ 
rors or distortions. 
IIowf can anyone tell which 
side is right? 
One way is to compare the 
current article with Nader’s re­ 
ply still to be published. Na­ 
der’s original report is expected 
to be published in book form in 
July.

Pearls Still 
In Wedding 
Etiquette 


NEW YORK flJPn — Not 
long ago every bride wore a 
bride’s necklace 
a graduat­ 
ed, princess length strand of 
cultured pearls. 
Cultured pearls still stand as 
the most appropriate jewels for 
the bride to w’ear but the old 
pearl uniform necklace varies 
—- as wedding etiquette grows 
less rigid. Weddings vary from 
the self-composed declaration 
in a stand of California red­ 
woods to a high, nuptial mass 
in the Washington Cathedral. 
When selecting pearls for the 
wedding the most important 
thing to consider is the neckline 
of the gown. For the high round 
neckline, for example, the mul­ 
tiple strand dog collar of cul­ 
tured pearls goes best. 
If the bride wearing such a 
collar is having a formal wed­ 
ding, the opera-Iength necklace 
of cultured pearls, failing softly 
over the bosom, would be ap­ 
propriate. 
WHEN THE 
gown is a 
scooped neckline type, a bib of 
pearls, falling from the base of 
the throat to the top of the 
gown’s neckline, m akes the 
bride lovely as can be. 
High standing collars call for 
m atinee or opera — length 
pearls. A cameo or sim ple 
brooch hung on the strand gives 
a more striking effect. 
What if the gown is heavily 
beaded? With pearl seeds. Does 
that mean the bride can’t wear 
pearls? Not at all. The only 
caution: don’t let the pearls 
sewn on the dress clash with 
the pearl necklace. Best is to 
•have a neckline low enough so 
that the pearl necklace will rest 
against bare skin. 
Pearls, traditionally, are a 
gift from the bridegroom. When 
shopping for same, he ought to 
look for quality. The higher the 
quality, the higher the price. 
Whether he plans to spend $50 
or $5,000 he ought to shop for 
quality. 


The size is measured in milli­ 
meters and fine quality can be 
found in any size. Shape ranges 
from perfectly round (the most 
expensive) to semi-round, to ba­ 
roque. Baroque pearls, the real­ 
ly odd shaped ones, are about 
one-third the price of round 
pearls. There is a larger supply 
of them.

The Marin Society of Artists 
annual art auction is no attic 
sale. And whether the inspira­ 
tion is out of devotion to the 
organization or to a needed tax 
deduction, the auction has con­ 
sistently attracted good work 
by some of the area’s better 
known artists and craftsmen. 
This year s event, which 
takes place Sunday at the socie­ 
ty's gallery in the Ross Art and 
Garden Center, will be in two 
parts. Silent bidding on wall- 
hung work will begin at 1 p.m. 
and a verbal auction on select­ 
ed pieces, at 2 p.m. These 
selected works will be pre­ 
viewed through Friday at the 
gallery.

Rejto, Bailer Entrance 
Small Concert Audience 


Cellist Gabor Rejto and pian­ 
ist Adolph Bailer entranced a 
small but appreciative audience 
at last night's benefit concert at 
Dominican College’s Angelico 
Hall with a program of cello- 
piano sonatas by Hindemith, 
Schubert, Martinu, and Beetho­ 
ven. 


Each work was performed 
with the utmost stylistic sensi­ 
tivity. The heavy driving, al­ 
most peasant quality of the 
opening Hindemith Op. 11, No. 3 
Sonata immediately revealed 
Rejto’s phenomenal command 
of the cello. The tremendous 
technical demands of this work 
were no obstacle to the convic­ 
tion and power of his interpre­ 
tation.

dynamic levels were always 
consistent between the instru­ 
ments. Piano and cello became 
one perfectly functioning ex­ 
pressive instrument. 


The Czechoslovakian neo-Ro- 
mantic composer Bohuslav 
Martinu has been receiving a 
considerable amount of atten­ 
tion recently by chamber musi­ 
cians. His Sonata No. 2 for cello 
and piano is a beautiful work 
with a great deal of individuali­ 
ty. The sustained Largo move­ 
ment provided Rejto with the 
opportunity to display his fluid 
tone and outstanding bow tech­ 
nic. 


They let out all the stops with 
the concluding A major Beetho­ 
ven sonata. From the compos­ 
er's middle period, this sonata 
has the same warmth and di­ 
rectness of the “ Rasoumovsky” 
string quartets. Both piano and 
cello are of equal importance —- 
at times a duo and at times 
accompanying one another. 
Rejto and Bailer's interpreta­ 
tion of this work was masterly. 


While such artists can make 
the most of any situation, it was 
unfortunate that they had to 
perform in Angelico Hall, the 
accoustics of this building are 
similar to those of a gymna­ 
sium — a large echo chamber. 


Rejto and Bailer presented 
this concert to benefit the 
Maurice Wilk Memorial Schol­ 
arship Fund for music students 
at Dominican College. The late 
Wilk was the violinist with 
them in the Alma Trio.

Her snow covered “ Home for 
Christmas” is a delight, from 
the brilliant red apples hanging 
on a barren tree, to the last 
chicken in the barn and face at 
the house window.

Sensational brass playing and 
the revelation that the San 
Francisco symphony can 
achieve maximum impact with­ 
out Ozawa were the major im­ 
pressions at Saturday night's 
third concert in the orchestra’s 
current Marin series. 
There were many empty 
seats in the Veterans Memorial 
Theater, probably due to the 
absence of Ozawa, but those 
who missed the concert for this 
reason were the losers, for 
guest conductor Dean Dixon, 
the first black and probably the 
youngest musician ever to con­ 
duct the New York Philharmon­ 
ic, made great music in his own 
style. 
Now 57, Dixon has come 
home to the United States after 
21 years in Europe, and his 
appearance in this series of San 
Francisco concerts was his de­ 
but with the orchestra. Con­ 
trolled force in broad, dynamic 
gestures was the keynote of his 
podium manner, with none of 
Ozawa's choreographicgrace 
and demonic fire. At times Dix­ 
on did so little that he seemed 
to be guiding the performance 
through magnetic radiation. 
The program — Brahms’s 
Tragic Overture in D Minor, 
the contemporary Czech Petr 
Eben’s “ Vox Clamantis” and 
Bruckner’s Symphony No. 3 in 
D Major — was one of great 
substance and depth and could 
have been unbearably heavy 
had it not been performed with 
such vibrant vitality. 
Not only did all three works 
offer the brasses, especially 
trumpets, their golden oppor­ 
tunity to shine, but Dixon 
seemed deliberately to magnify 
their importance as well as that 
of the low strings. I have not 
heard the latter hold their own 
better and even achieve maxi­ 
mum power as well as in this 
concert, especially in the 
Bruckner Symphony. At times 
the sonority was like that of a 
mighty pipe organ, not surpris­ 
ing in view of Bruckner’s mas­ 
tery of that majestic instur- 
ment. 
I found the “ Vox Clamantis” 
(voice crying in the wilderness), 
which received its West Coast 
premiere in the first of this 
series of concerts in San Fran­ 
cisco, quite intriguing and suc­ 
cessful in its realization of its 
theme. This was the collision 
caused by the convergence of 
the two worlds when the New 
Testament burst into the old 
world, with the voice in the 
wilderness that of John the 
Baptist.

Three trumpeters, one stand­ 
ing on the right of the stage, 
one in the center and one at the 
left, represented this voice and 
contributed some of the most 
brilliant trumpet playing I have 
heard. All the more credit was 
due the trumpets, since the first 
trumpet section was aleatoric, 
or music of chance, in which 
the performers improvised 
their own music in the style of 
synagogical singing. 


The orchestration was color­ 
ful with sheets of sound remi­ 
niscent of Varese. 
While not so impressive as 
the Bruckner Symphony, the 
opening Brahms’s Overture 
was heard in a dynamic read­ 
ing conveying vividly the var­ 
ious aspects of tragedy. 
New gold outlined panels on 
the back of the stage enhanced 
its appearance considerably.

Ancient Village 
Is Uncovered 


By BRUCE 


In a 400-by-500-foot area of 
Forst Meadows, archaeologist 
Charles Slay maker and his stu­ 
dents at nearby Dominican Col­ 
lege in San Rafael have uncov­ 
ered a Coast Miwok Indian 
village that he believes pre­ 
dates the Christian era. 


Slaymaker and students in 
his anthropology class at the 
college last September began 
excavation at the site of the 
v illa g e that w as known as 
Awani-wi, now marked by nu­ 
merous diggings that range up 
to 20 feet in diam eter and two 
to seven feet in depth. 


In one of the diggings, they 
discovered arrow points, orna­ 
ments, shells and beads. The 
beads were made from clam 
shells culled from Bodega Bay 
and were the Coast Miwoks’ 
‘‘m ost important form of mon­ 
ey,” the archaeologist said. 


He said food-grinding im ple­ 
ments and animal bones also 
were found. 


The digging, or “structure” 
— Slaym aker’s term for the 
hard-packed earth floor found 
at a three-foot depth — was last 
occupied by the Coast Miwoks 
at about 1300 A.D. 


The stru cture w as found, 
S laym ak er said , by probing 
downward until hard-packed 
earth was 
touched, 
then by 
spreading the dig on a flat 
plane until they unearthed the 
entire floor of what once was a 
communal home for 11 or 12 
persons. 


The Coast Miwoks occupied 
all of Marin and Southern Sono­ 
m a. 
Communities within the 
tribe bartered with each other, 
and for this reason Slaymaker 
b eliev es olivella 
and 
clam 


m a r t in 


shells from the ocean cam e to 
be found at the San Rafael site. 
The Coast Miwoks lived in 
Marin until about 1860 when 
they were driven out by in­ 
creasing numbers of settlers, 
Slaymaker said. In the early 
1900s, 
arch a eo lo g ists in ter­ 
viewed som e survivors of the 
tribe who identified the site of 
the village and called it Awani- 
wi. Slaymaker said. 
By digging down ever deeper, 
Slaymaker believes he’ll find 
another “living level” that pre­ 
dates the one he’s unearthed. 
Several of these levels may lie 
belowr 
the 
current structure, 
“ and m ay go back a couple of 
thousand years,” he said. 
The Coast Miwoks lived in 
b u ild in g s 
th a t 
r e se m b le d 
halved , upside-dow n gra p e­ 
fruits. At Slaym aker’s prime 
digging site, the Indians built 
their 20-feet-in-diameter, seven- 
foot-tall thatched huts with an 
arched top supported by bent 
poles overlaid with brush, wil­ 
low and tule m ats. 
There were about 25 villages 
in the San Rafael area, but 
many sites have been covered 
over by highway and houses, 
Slaymaker believes. 
The time-consuming excava­ 
tion is done by hand — “ a hand 
trowxd is our only tool” — and 
all earth removed from the 
ground is sifted through a wire 
mesh screen in order to re­ 
trieve the tiniest of artifacts. 
In 
addition to his current 
pupils, Slaymaker is assisted in 
the dig by past students and by 
a 
group of 
R edwood H igh 
School students. 
Artifacts taken from the site 
will be on display through May 
5 at Alemany Library on the 
college campus.

Learning To Relax Yourself 
Helps Develop Independence 


A California housewife writes: 
“ I can’t 
unwind and don’t think I’ll ever be able to 
relax. But people need to relax and you must 
help m e.” 
The above is an excerpt from a letter 
written by a woman who needs psychiatric 
care. We assume she has a severe anxiety 
neurosis, or perhaps, an unreasonable fear 
(phobia) is making it impossible for her to 
relax. A number of procedures may help 
depending upon the cause of her problem. 
A VARiETT of drugs such as 
___________ 
the m uscle relaxants promote 
relaxation. Hypnosis has also 
been used. In addition to these 
measures, several systems of 
self-relaxation are more prac­ 
ticable because they encourage 
independence. One of these uti­ 
lizes 
the 
calming effects 
of 
w arm baths and cold com press­ 
es. The patient sits in the tub 
and 
repeats suggestions that 
different parts of his body are 
w arm or cold. 
In another method, the indi­ 
vidual is taught to relax by 
sitting or lying in a comfortable 
position, and contracting and 
then relaxing successive groups 
of 
muscles. 
Both 
procedures 
are good, but take a month or 
m ore to m aster. 
AT THE Maudsley Hospital 
in London, 92 psychiatric pa­ 
tients were introduced to a dif­ 
ferent technique; all but three 
achieved relaxation within two 
m in u tes. The th re e failu res 
w ere w om en who developed 
more anxieties on closing their 
eyes when someone else was in 
the room. 
In this procedure the individ­ 
ual rests comfortably in a chair 
or couch 
and 
the 
physician 
quickly re p e a ts a se rie s of 
phrases in a quiet, rhythmical, 
and monotonous voice. He says, 
“ Let your toes,” then pauses a 
m o m e n t and co ntinues, “ r e ­ 
lax.” 
THE PAUSE continues until 
the patient begins to breathe 
out. This is followed by some 24 
phrases nam ing different parts 
of the body. The toes are fol­ 
lowed by the soles, tops of the 
feet, ankles, calves, shins, and 
upwards ending with the eyes. 
Another group of 58 individu­ 
als were taught to relax in half 
a minute by making themselves 
comfortable and counting down 
from 10 to 1.

ASPIRIN FOR DIABETES 
J. W. writes: If aspirin re­ 
duces the amount of sugar in 
the blood, why c a n ’t it be used 
in the treatm ent of diabetes? 
REPLY 
It could, but tne amount re­ 
quired would be so great, the 
diabetic would develop indiges­ 
tion. ringing in the ears and 
bleeding from the intestines or 
under the skin. It takes from 15 
to 18 (5 grain» aspirin tablets to 
lower the blood sugar level.

TRENTON (UPI)-Garbed in 
brown shirts and black storm- 
trooper uniforms, about 35 per­ 
sons gathered Sunday in a 
swastika-bedecked 
banquet 
room near the New Jersey 
statehouse to commemorate the 
83rd birthday of Adolf Hitler. 


The gathering, held by at 
least three white supremacist 
organizations, had been delayed 
for five days after 12 hotels had 
refused to rent the group space. 
The party-goers, from the Na­ 
tional Renaissance party, the 
Ku Klux Klan and the White 
Action movement, sang “Happy 
Birthday, Dear Fuehrer,” and 
cut a four-layer white birthday 
cake decorated with red swasti­ 
kas. 
Under an American Nazi par­ 
ty flag, a German naval battle 
flag and emblems of the Klan 
and the Renaissance party, the 
group chanted “Seig Heil, Seig 
Heil, White Power, White Pow­ 
er,” and then, with arms out­ 
stretched in a Nazi salute, re­ 
cited: 
“Our sword is the truth. Ouf 
shield is our faith and honor in 
age or youth. Our hearts and 
minds we pledge. Though we 
may die to save our people, and 
our land, our race shall stand— 
our millions marching on—Seig 
Heil!”

Crackdown On 
Mail Diet Fraud 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Postal Service, coming to the 
aid of gverweight people “des­ 
perate” for a reducing shortcut, 
has begun a crackdown on 
fraudulent promotion of grape­ 
fruit diets. 
The service said one promot­ 
er made $250,000 in illicit earn­ 
ings receiving as many as 1,000 
letters daily requesting $2 cop­ 
ies of a worthless diet based on 
grapefruit. 
“ Overweight people do get 
desperate about finding a quick 
and easy shortcut to weight 
loss,” Postal Service attorney 
Thomas Ziebarth said in dis­ 
cussing the crackdown in a 
weekend statement. 
Dr. Vincent F. Cordaro, med­ 
ical review officer for the Food 
and Drug Administration, said 
grapefruit has no special prop­ 
erties or capabilities for weight 
reduction, hut could have ill 
effects on persons with abnor­ 
mal heart or kidney conditions.

HOW TO PLAY 
WINNING BRIDGE 


By ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


We spend our youth learning 
how to do things that we avoid 
in middle age. The youthful 
bridge player spends much of 
his life learning how, when and 
with whom to finesse. The mid­ 
dle-age bridge player spends 
just as much time and effort 
trying to avoid finesses.

SOUTH RUFFED 
West opened a diamond, and 
East took the first two tricks in 
that suit. South ruffed the third 
diamond with a high trump, 
drew three rounds of trumps 
and finessed with the queen of 
hearts. 
This lost, and South eventual­ 
ly lost another heart trick. It 
was all over very quickly, and 
South felt practically no pain. 
He never saw that he had a 
much better play for his con­ 
tract. 
Declarer couldn’t tell who 
had the king of hearts. East 
would have made his overcall 
of one diamond with just the 
strong diamonds and no side 
strength. 
PLAY ON FEAR 
Since South doesn’t know who 
has the king of hearts, his best 
chance is to play on the ene­ 
m y’s fear. Declarer draws 
three rounds of trumps, ending 
in the dummy, and then leads a 
low heart from dummy. 
If East has the singleton king 
of hearts, he must play it. If 
East has the doubleton king of 
hearts, will he have the courage 
to play low? Even if East does 
have this courage, will he do so 
without giving himself away? 
EASY TO ANSWER 
These questions are easy to 
answer. Lead the low heart 
from dummy, and all but one 
East player in a million will 
rise to the bait by playing the 
king of hearts. Then you have 
no further problem. 
If East fails to put up the 


king of hearts, you must plan to 
finesse later on. If the finesse 
were going to succeed early in 
the play, it would still succeed 
later.

Credit Rating Is Key 
To Teen-Ager Account 


' Truly it can be said of 
our retiring President . . . 
'He put us where we are

How does a teen-ager open a 
charge account? It is far from 
easy. 
If, like the majority of teen­ 
agers, he never has had such 
an account, he has no credit 
reference, no credit rating. 
There is no record as to wheth­ 
er he pays his bills, or how he 
pays them. 
This is essential information 
for the merchant, particularly 
in the case of a minor. He 
hesitates to extend credit to 
him because, under the law, 
any contract entered into with a 
minor is voidable. 
In most states, a minor is 
anyone under the age of 21. 
Now, with 18-year-olds eligible 
to vote, some states are moving 
to make that the legal age of 
majority. Thirteen states have 
already done this, and legisla­ 
tion is pending in several oth­ 
ers. 
One credit reporting agency, 
the Associated Credit Bureaus, 
Inc., has prepared a slide tape 
called “ The Credit Genera­ 
tion.” Edward F. Garretson, 
general manager of the Credit 
Bureau, Inc., in Washington, 
D.C., has shown this slide pres­ 
entation to more than 30 junior 
and senior high school classes 


in the Washington area during 
the past year. 
This is the gist of his advice 
on how to open your first credit 
account: 
When you open that first ac­ 
count, apply for it when you 
don’t really need it — that is, 
when you have the cash to pay 
for the item, not when you are 
hard up. 
That first purchase should not 
be a large one, nor a frivolous 
one. It should be something you 
really need, such as new tires, 
an electric shaver, or a dress. 
Make it clear when you apply 
for credit that you have the 
cash to pay for the item, but 
that you would like to open an 
account so you can use it in the 
future, when necessary. 
Suppose the item costs $40. 
When credit is granted you pay 
$10 down and agree to pay the 
rest in monthly installments at 
the same rate. These install­ 
ments will be due on a certain 
date — say the 10th of the 
month. That does not mean the 
12th, the 20th, or the 30th. It 
means the 10th, Garretson says. 
But since you are a newcom­ 
er in the credit world, why not 
pay it even before that date? 
Remember, you are establish­ 
ing a credit record.
